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LAW-MAKING IN CONGRESS 


WOMAN SUFFRAGE, REFUNDING 
AND OTHER MEASURES. 


SENATOR HOAR’S SUFFRAGE RESOLUTION 
ADOPTED—A DEBATE ON MR. SHERMAN’S 
REFUNDING BILL—COMMITTEE AMEND- 
MENTS ADOPTED—THE HOUSE BURDENED 
WITH SEVERAL RUNDRED NEW BILLS. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—Almost the entire 
time of the Senate to-day was taken up in dis- 

cussing woman suffrage and Mr. Sherman’s 3 

per cent. funding bill, When Mr. Hoar intro- 

duced his resolution calling for the appoint- 
ment of a select committee to consider the 
question of woman suffrage, the Democrats 
ridiculed the motion, and at least desired to 
have the subject considered by the Judiciary 

Committee. Mr. Bayard this morning re- 

newed his motion, and a vote was taken result- 

Ing in the loss of the Bayard amendment by a 

vote of 27 to 31. Mr. Hill, of Georgia, then 

made a long speech, renewing his opposition to 
all select committees, saying thatsuch commit- 
tees were only formed in order to provide clerk- 
ships, and declaring that he would rather vote 
putright that each Senator should have a 
tlerk, to be paid by thy Government. He 
thought the standing committees of the Senate 
sufficient to take care of all business before the 
body, and believed the Committee on Privi- 
leges and Elections could take up the question 
bf woman suffrage, as there were no contests 
to be settled by it. On Mr. Hoar’s motion for 
aselect committee the vote was 35 to 23, two 

Democrats and Mr. Davis, of Illinois, voting 

with the Republicans in the affirmative. The 

vote in detail was as follows, (Republicans in

It was expected that the opponents of Mr. 
Sherman’s funding bill would make a fight to 
get the Morrill tariff commission bill up in 
advance, but when the morning bour had ex- 
pired Mr. Bayard said that he would to-mor- 
row morning take occasion, upon the submis- 
sion of the Morrill bill, to makesome remarks, 
not covering the whole taritf subject, but re- 
garding the matter sought to be reached by 
the commission bill. Mr. Sherman’s bill was 
laid upon the desks of Senators, with several 
amendments mate in committee, and others 
offered by Mr. McPherson and Mr, 
Plumb. The committee amendments, add- 
ing 33; per cent. bonds to those 
to be exchanged and limitixg the amount of 
lawful money deposited under the act at any 
one time, in exchange for the new bonds, to 
§25,000,000, were adopted. Mr. Sherman said 
the biil presented, except as to details, a 
purely business question—whether it was 
advisable or not to extend at a lower 
rate the time for the payment of any 
portion of the debt that now stands redeem- 
able at the pleasure of the Government. 
There were now $551,186,800 of bonds redeerm- 
eble and unpaid, and the bili would offer a 3 
percent. bond, redeemable after five years at 
the pleasure of the Government, and at par 
with coin, inorder, with the money thereby 
received, to pay off $200,000,000 of the 314 ex- 
tended bonds. The only expense involved 
would be in the printing of the bonds, 
and this would cost no more than did 
the printing of the 344 per cents. The 
sinking fund ordinarily would probably 
absorb in five years about $250,000,000, leaving 
about $300,000,000 unprovided for at the end of 
that period. lt was true the surplus revenues 
were large, and that this year that fund 
would more than meet the requirements of the 
sinking fund; but in view of the pending ques- 
tions of a reduction of taxation, tariff revision, 
and the arrearages of pensions outlay, 
it would seem that not more than 
$200,000,000 could be safely counted upon 
as being paid off within the next five years. 
As providing an ample margin, the committee 
had left $350,000,000 unprovided for. The sav- 
ing of one-haif of 1 per cent. would amount 
to $1,000,000 per year, or a total of $5,000,000, 
while the bill would establish a rate of interest 
as low asany ever known in any country of 
the world. If we sell our 3 per cents at par 
we do better than any country has yet done, be- 
cause England, when she sold her 3 per cents 
at par, always gave an additional guarantee 
in the nature of a discount or bounty. He 
had no doubt the bonds would be readily taken 
up. His objection to Mr. Vest’s amendment was 
that the Government ought to require for 
the bank-notes outstanding the highest form 
ef security, and to deny to the banks the right 
to purchase 4 per cents, and compel them to 
buy 3 per cents did not seem to be a wise 
thing for the security of the note-holder. An 
rdditional consideration was this, that the 
credit of the Government being now estab- 
lished it was under no obligation to compel 
anybody to buy the bonds. There was a time 
when he advocated in the Senate a compulsory 
provision such as that now proposed, but it 
was at the close of the war, ina time of difi- 
culty, and when public credit was disturbed. 
The reason which then existed for compelling 
the banks to aid the Government did net now 
exist. Another objection was the one given 
by President Hayes, who did not object to 
the 3 per cent. bond, but vetoed the 
bill because of the compulsory feature, 
which seemed to him to be a_ hostile 
movement against the banks, and to restrain 
them in the operation of organizing. Furtker, 
it had been manifest from the state of the 
market since the defeat of the bill of last ses- 
sion that at no time could a 3 per cent. bond 
have been sold at par. It seemed to him for- 
tunate for the Government that a 3 per cent. 
bill, in any form, was defeated, in view of 
the admirable manner in which the interest 
had been reduced from 5 and 6 to 38% per 
cent., the Government having at the same 
time saved the difference in interest, while re- 
taining its option as to time of payment. His 
objection to Mr. McPherson’s amendment fora 
10-30 bond was that it would make the date of 
maturity the same as that of the 414 per cents. 
In reply to Mr. McPherson, Mr. Sherman 
added that the difference between the $550,- 
000,000 now outstanding and the $650,000,000 
owed a year ago had been paid off out of the 
surplus revenues; and that amount ($200,000,- 
000) named in the bill had not been made 
larger because of the obligatian to provide 
€50.000,000 per year for the sinking fund. 

Mr. McPherson said that at no time was the 
condition for refunding at a low rate mere 
favorable than at the time of the veto of the 
8 per cent. bill of last session, which veto 
had followed the statement by the Senator, 
(Mr. Sherman,) then Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, that he regarded the measure as experi- 
mental and dangerous. The change of heart 
to which the Senator now confessed has been 
so rapid that in comparison with it the con- 
version of St. Paul seemed slow and tedious. 
Rising hastily im his place on the first day 
and in almost the first hour of the session— 
crowding so closely upon th* heels of the 
morning prayer that he seemed to regard it as 
a part of his religious duty—he did—what ?— 
presented, in short, the very bill that he at- 
tacked so vigorously a year ago. His conver- 
sion was as gratifying as unexpected, and was 
allthe more worthy of recommendation be- 
fause genuine and sincere. He was glad to 
seo that Senator’s batteries now turned 
in favor of a Democratic measure. He 
referred to the success of previous 
{ssues as showing the probability that a 5-30 
pond, with any earlier Government option to 
pay, not less than 10 years from date of issue, 
would meet present requirements and soon 
tommand a premium. is amendments in- 
sluded an increase from $200,000,060 to $400,- 
Dv0,000; $212,000,000 of the continued bonds 
which it was proposed by the bill to refund 
are now used as security for bank cireulation, 
and, when refunding under the committee’s 
pill has been accomplished, it will drive 
nearly 11,000,000 of bank-notes out of circu- 
ation, or compel the banks to protect their 
tirculation by the pledge of the fours or four 
ad a balfs. Further, the demand for cur- 


rency will always keep step with the increase 
of population and development, and as this 
increase can only be obtained through the 
national banks, provision should be made ac- 
cordingly. As the bonds would be absorped 
by the banks, it would be striking a blow at 
the banks to fix an earlier period for redemp- 
tion and payment than 10 years and 30 years, 
respectively. Trua, financial wisdom pointed 
to long bonds at a low rate, for the raised pay- 
ment of the debt, when the Government bor- 
rows at the minimum and the citizen pays the 
maximum of interest. is a loss to the citizen, 
whom the Government is bound to protect. 

Mr. Bayard was opposed to any legislation 
on the subject, believing that the Senate should 
‘Jet weil enough alone” and not endeavor 
forcibly to establish a rate of interest that 
might send the Government bonds down below 
par, and perhaps impair confidence in Govern- 
ment securities correspondingly. The discus- 
sion was interrupted by a motion, which was 
adopted, to go into executive session, the 
amendments by Mr. Vest and Mr. Plumb not 
having been discussed. 

In the House to-day nearly three hours were 
consumed by the introduction of bills under a 
call of the States. At the beginning of the 
day’s session a resolution distributing the parts 
of the President’s Message to the several com- 
mittees was offered by Mr. Kelley, Chairman 
of the Committee of Ways and Means, and re- 
ferred to the Committee of the Whole, Mr. 
Belford reserving points of order. Before ad- 
journment there was a debate concerning the 
reference of that part of the Message which 
relates to silver certificates, Mr. Belford de- 
siring that it be considered by the Committee 
on Coinage. The subject was at last sent to 
the Committee on Banking and Currency, and 
the House adjourned. 
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A NORTH CAROLINA CONTEST. 

A SCRAMBLE FOR THE POST OF INTERNAL 
REVENUE COLLECTOR IN THE SIXTH 
DISTRICT. 

WasuIneTon, Jan. 9.—The Republicans 
of North Carolina are excited about a pro- 
posed change in the office of Internal Revenue 
Collector in the Sixth District of that State, 
and the representatives of the candidates are 
here in force, pressing their 
claims before Commissioner Raum and 
the Secretary of tho Treasury. Dr. 
John J. Mott, Collector the ~ dis- 
trict, recently sent in his resignation, and 
recommended that Col. Thomas M. Cooper be 
named as his successor, Gen. Raum, acting 
on this recommendation, suggested that Col. 
Cooper should be appointed. After this rec- 
ommendation had been made, an opposing 
candidate, Mr. David A, Jenkins, made ap- 
plication for the appointmeat and presented 
his claim, backed by many prominent Re- 
ublicans, including Col. Thomas B. Keogh, 
Jnited States Assistant District Attorney 
Bell, and many others. The contest is three- 
sided, asa Mr. Colesalso seeks the appointment, 
but does not come here with such strong back- 
ers as either of the other candidates. Between 
Mr, Jenkins and Mr. Cooper, the trouble has a 
sort of Stalwart and anti-Stalwart complex- 
ion, but Mr. Cooper’s friends repel the insinua- 
tion that their case is identical with the 
Sherman-Grant fight in the State. Mr. Jen- 
kins is a well-to-do gentleman, who was State 
Treasurer during the reconstruction period, 
and came out of office with clean hands. 
His friends say that the revenue service is 
sadly in need of reform in North Carolina; 
that evil practices which should be put down 
have been permitted for years, not only to 
the cost of the Government but to the great 
detriment of the party. On the other side, 
Col. Cooper’s friends say that his appoint- 
ment would be better for the party and the 
Government than that of Mr. Jenkins, 
of whom it is said that he only 
represents a small fraction of the 
party in the district. To the charge that Col. 
Cooper is a distiller, and therefore an improp- 
er person to be made Collector, Cooper’s 
friends say that he has disposed of his busi- 
ness to his som and is entirely eligible. Col. 
Cooper was Chairman of the Anti-Prohibition 
State Committee in the campaign of last Sum- 
mer, and Dr. Mott, the present Collector,was a 
Sherman man at Chicago. The fight appears to 
be one of the Stalwart or Grant men against 
the Sherman men and is being pressed on both 
sides with great earnestness. As Gen. Kaum 
has recommended Col. Cooper’s appointment, 
the situation promises to be embarrassing if 
the Administration should desire to revise the 
decision by the Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nus. Itis perhaps worthy of note that it cost 
the Government about $270,000 last year to 
collect $500,000 in the Sixth North Carolina 
District, and this state of facts is referred to 
in this controversy as showing the importance 
of a change of officers. 
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FACTS ABOUT FEDERAL OFFICES, 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—A resolution was 
passed in the Senate last May calling upon the 
heads of the several departments for the 
names for all their employes not required to 
be confirmed by the Senate, the amount of 
the salary, the date of the appointment, and 
the State to which each is charged. The heads of 
departments were also required to state in 
each case whether the employe was white or 
colored, and to designate those who had served 
in the Union Army during the war, Repiies 
to this resolution have been received from some 
of the departments. In the Interior Depart- 
ment there are 1,691 employes, of whom 115 are 
colored ; there are 443 whojserved in the Army 
or Navy; of the whole number, 348 are 
women. The States which have more than 
100 are: New-York, 189; Pennsylvania, 136, 
and Ohio, 106. The District of Columbia has 
358. In the Navy Department there 245 in all, 
of whom New-York has 15 and the District of 
Columbia 55. The Attorney-General’s office re- 
turns a list of 47, of whom New-York has 6, 
Of the whoie number in this office, 12 served 
in the Army and 6 are colored.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 9, 1882, 

The national bank notes received for re- 
demption to-day amounted to $524,000. 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $965,930 57, and from Customs $630,- 
119 39. 

It is reported that John C. New, of Indian- 
apolis, will be nominated to be Minister to 
Russia. 

Mr. Crapo, of Massachusetts, introduced, a 
bill in the House to-day appropriating $20,000 
for one or more electric lights at Hell Gate. 

The redemption of bonds to date under the 
one hundred and fifth call amounted to $18,- 
115,500, and under the one bundred and sixth 
call to $9,519,300. 

A bill was introduced by Senator Ferry to- 
day providing that hereafter all persons en- 
titled to pensions under existing laws who 
have lost either an arm or a leg shall receive 
$40 per month. 


Postmaster-General Howe began reducing 
the temporary force in the Post Office Depart- 
ment to-day by making five discharges. The 
reductions will not be confined to any particu- 
lar division, but will be made wherever they 
are possible without injury to the service. 

The committee chosen at the last meeting of 
the Presbyterian General Assembly to confer 


with the Government in relation to the Indian 
question will reach this city next Thursday, 
and will hold interviews with the President, 
the Secretary of the Interior, and the Indian 
Commissioner. 


A strong pressure is being brought to bear 
upon the President by prominent Republicans 


and journals of the South, especially of New- 
Orleans, to have the present Secretary of the 
Navy, Mr. Hunt, retained in that office, the 
claim being made that he is a representative 
Southern Republican in the broadest sense of 
the words. 

A bill introduced to-day by Mr. Springer, of 
Illinois, defining the law of insanity in crim- 
inal cases provides that no person indicted in 
United States courts shall be acquitted on 
the ground of insanity, idiocy, lunacy, 
or other unsoundness of mind, except 
upon proof that at the time of 
committing the offense he was laboring un- 
der such a defect of reason as either not to 
know the nature and auality of the act he was

doing or not to know that the act was unlawful 
or wrong. A morbid propensity to commit pro- 
hibited acts existing in the mind of a person who 
is not shown to have been incapable of knowing 
the unlawfulness or wrongfulness of such acts 
shall form ‘no defense to a prosecution there- 
for. If upon trial of such cases the jury shall 
find defendant not guilty by reason of insan- 
ity, the court shall order him committed to an 
insane asylum.

The bill introduced in the House to-day by 
Mr. Crapo to extend the charters of the na- 


tionai banks was informally discussed before 
the session began by the Committee on Bank- 
ing and Currency, of which Mr, Crapo is 
Chairman, In reply to the question whether 
the bill would be opposed, Mr. Buckner said 
that it certainly would be, not only by those 
who were not supporters of the national bank- 
ing system, but also by others who think that 
the banks should be reorganized as their char- 
ters expire, 


A committee consisting of I, C, Slater, Chief 
of the Railway Adjustment Division of the 


Post Office Department; David Haynes, Chief 
Clerk of the Money Order Division, and Mr. 
Murche, of the Free Delivery Division, has 
been appointed ‘by the Postmaster-General 
to oper, examine, and schedule the bids 
received on star route contraets. These bids 
aggregate more than 60,000 in number, and it 
will require at least 10 days to open and file 
them. The awards will be made before the 
4th of March next. 


The papers transmitted by President Arthur 
to the Senate to-day concerning the act of the 


Choctaw Council granting a right of way to 
the St. Louis and San Francisco Railroad con- 
sist of copies of the acts of the Chickasaw Le- 
gislature protesting against the action of the 
Choctaw Council, and sending delegates to 
Washington to urge the views of the Chicka- 
saws on this and other subjects; also, an argu- 
ment by Delegate B. ¥. Overton in their be- 
half, and an argument by B. F. Smailwood, 
Isham Walker, and Joseph P. Folsom in the 
nature of a protestagainst the passage of the 
bill now pending in the Senate which provides 
for ratifying the action of the Choctaw Council. 

A bill was introduced by Senator Teller to- 
day to provide for the deposit of silver bullion 
and the issue of certificates therefor, It 
authorizes holders of silver bullion $00 
fine or over to deposit the same with the 
Treasurer or any Assistant Treasurer of the 
United States in quantities of 1,000 ounces or 
over, for which they are to receive the market 
value thereof in certificates of not less than 
$20 each. These certificates are made payable 
on demand in coin or United States notes, and 
shall be receivable for Custems, taxes, and 
public dues. It also provides that the holders 
of silver dollars may deposit the same with the 
Treasurer and receive therefor ene and two 
dolar silver certificates until the whole amount 
of one and two dollar certificates so issued 
shall amount to $10,000,000. These small cer- 
tificates are also made receivable for Customs, 
taxes, and public dues. The bill further pro- 
vides that the bullion so deposited shall be 
coined at the Mints as rapidly as can be done 
consistent with economy and without inter- 
fering with the coinage of gold.

THE INAUGURATION CEREBEMONIES—A BRIEF 
BUT SATISFACTORY ADDRESS. 
CotumBus, Ohio, Jan. 9.—The second in- 
auguration of Goy. Charles Foster brought to the 
State capital to-day large numbers of people from 
every part of the State, as well as numerous mili- 
tary organizations. The inauguration proper took 
place in the rotunda of the Capitol at 11 o’clock. 
The Governor's inaugural address was short. con- 
cise, and appropriate, and gives unusual satisfac- 
tion. He spoke as follows: 


GENTLEMEN OF THE GENERAL AssEMBLY!: Called 
for the second time by the favor of the people, I 
appear before you to take the oath of office, and 
to enter upon the discharge of the duties of 
the chief executive of tke State. Though 
saddened and afflicted by the terrible calam- 
ity that has befallen the American people 
in the foul and brutal assassination of the 
President. Wwe are not unmindful of the 
fact that, under the providence of Almighty 
Goa, we meet at a time when all our industries— 
agricultural, manufacturing, and mechanical—and 
our business enterprises of all kinds are in a highiy 
gratifying condition of activity and prosperity; 
when our mineral resources show important and 
profitable development; when the means of trans- 
portation are cheapened; when labor {is in in- 
creased demand, with increased compensation; 
when our publio institutions are intelligently 
and economically administered; when the officers 
charged with conducting the affairs of state are 
capable, faithful, and economical; when our more 
than three and a quarter millions of people are 
prosperous and contented, and in their respect for 
and obedience to the laws make our State the peer 
of any onearth. ‘This is but a faint outline of the 
pleasant picture of the condition of our 
people, a condition which is the natural 
outgrowth of the system ef free government upon 
which our grand civilization is founded. The 
Sixty-fifth General Assembly begins its labors 
under these most favorable auspices, and I doubt 
not that the public expectation will be met by the 
intelligent discharge of the important trusts con- 
fided to its care. Having within the past fow 
days presented in my annual Message such 
subjects as were deemed especially impor- 
tant, it is unneeessary now to submit any 
further suggestions for your consideration, En- 
lightened by the experience of the past, with a bet- 
ter comprehension of the obligations, responsibili- 
ties, and duties of tne office of Governor, I shall 
enter upon the discharge of them in the trust newly 
confided to me not the more confident of my abil- 
ity to fill the full measure of all that may be re- 
quired, but with the purpose of devoting myself 
faithfully to the obligations Iam about to assume. 

Tre oath of office was then administered by 
Chief-Justice Okey, of the Supreme Court, and con- 
gratulations formed the end ef the ceremony. In 
the afternoon there was a military parade, the 
troops being inspected by the Governor, his staff, 
and the General Assembly. ‘The weather was de- 
lightfal and the affair passed off without accident. 
The day's festivities close to-night with a ball ten- 
dered by the Govefnor’s Guard. 
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A NEW COUNTY JUDGE.

BUSINESS MEN'S TROUBLES.

AFFAIRS IN FOREIGN LANDS 


THER EMPEROR WILLIAM CONTEM- 
PLATING ABDICATION. 

A REPORT THAT THE CROWN PRINCE WILL 
BE MADE REGENT IN MARCH—EXCITE- 
MENT CAUSED IX THE REICHSTAG BY 
THE RESCRIPT—A DECLARATION EX- 
PECTED FROM THE PRUSSIAN MINISTERS. 

Paris, Jan, 9.—A Berlin dispatch to La 
France says: ‘‘Emperor William has desided 
to proclaim the Crown Prince Frederick Wil- 
liam Regent on the 22d of March next, on the 
occasion of the Emperor William’s eighty- 
fifth birthday.” 

BERLIN, Jan 9,—In the Reichstag to-day,dur- 
ing a discussion on an interpellation in re- 
gard to the development of the factory 
laws, Prince Bismarck said the Emper- 
or was anxious to settle ‘the workmen’s 
question during his life-time. Herr Richter 
vehemently attacked Prinee Bismarck, whom 
he reproached with dragging the name of the 
Emperor into debate whenever a doubtful 
question was before the House, Prince Bis- 
marck left the chamber while Herr Richter 
was speaking. 

The rescript excited much comment in the 
lobby, where it was regarded as a signal either 
of impending dissolution of the Reichstag or 
of the introduction of disciplinary measures 
against public officers. 

The Reichstag will reassemble in the Spring, 
when it will discuss the tobacco monopoly, 
The Prussian Diet will debate the rescript. 

The Prussian officers who are politicaliy op- 
posed to the Government intend to issue a dec- 
laration stating that their attitude will be in 
keeping with their duty as citizens and with 
their oath of allegiance. 

It is reported on trustworthy authority that 
the Emperor’s rescript is only a first step 
toward protecting the Government from be- 
comiag the mere instrument of Parliamentary 
majorities. 

VIENNA, Dec. 9.—The Allgemeine Zeitung 
has been seized in consequence of an article 
characterizing the Emperor William’s mani- 
festo as a coup d'état. 
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THE FASTERN COMPLICATIONS. 

A FRESH CRISIS IN EGYPT—RELATIONS OF 

THE PORTE AND THE POWERS. 

ALEXANDRIA, Jan. 9.—Serious complica- 
tions have arisen between the Chambers and 
the European Controllers-General over finan- 
cial measures. Cherif Pasha, the Prime Min- 
ister, is supported by the Army, and another 
demonstration is probable, 
critical, 

LONDON, Jan. 9.—The text of the collective 
note sent to the Khédive of Egypt states that 
England and France consider the maintenance 
of the Khédive’s authority the only possible 
guarantee for the maintenance of order and 
the development and prosperity of the country ; 
that the two Governments are closely associ- 
ated in the determination to ward off by their 
united efforts all causes of internal and ex- 
ternal complication which might menace the 
régime they have establisked in Egypt, and 
that they do not doubt that this publicly ex- 
pressed assurance will contribute to prevent 
dangers which might threaten the Khédive’s 
Government, and which England and France 
would certainly unite to face. 

_ CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan, 9.—An investigation 

is proceeding at the palace of a supposed plot 

to raise an insurrection among the refugees in 

Asia Minor. The inquirers are endeavoring 

te implicate several Governors of Provinces. 

It is announced that the results of the recent 
Turkish mission to Berlin and Vienna are that 
the Porte is convinced that, although Germany 
and Austria will not actively aid Turkish pol- 
icy, they have resolved to maintain the status 
quo in the East. Germany has promised to 
send more functionaries to Turkey, The rela- 
tions between Austria and the Porte are great- 
ly improved.

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THE GEORGIA DEMOCRACY. 


THE HON. W. H. FELTON’S OPINION OF SEN- 
ATOR BEN HILL. 

ATLANTA, Ga, Jan. 9.—The Atlanta 
Constitution to-morrow morning will print 
the Hon, W. H. Felton’s reply to points set 
forth in an interview with Senator Ben Hill, 
published in the sams journal a few 
days ago. The article is a long one, 
and the sentiments are couched in 
that terse, plain language which has made 
Felton known all over the State. After refer- 
ring in a general way to Hill’s interview, Mr. 
Felton says: ‘‘ Mr. Hill was a college mate of 
mine. The friendship then formed has been to 
me something stronger than political differ- 
ences or party ailiances. I have seen many 
things in his erratic public course that I was 
obliged to disapprove. But, while claiming 


to be his friend, I was enough of a 
gentleman to say it to his face and 
in private, as Burke said to Fox, ‘Our friend- 
ship is at an end.’ I propose to deal with him 
as [ should do with any other public man, 
and judge him by his record, which [ 
know to be as eccentric, as unwise, as 
unpatriotic, and too often as seemingly cor- 
rupt as that of any other politician whose evil 
counsels have assisted to blight the interests of 
the State which gave him birth.” Mr. Felton 
then calls upon the people of Georgia to 
judge as to the relative honesty of Mr. Hill 
and himself, and in the same paragraph 
intimates strongly that Hill is anything 
but an honest man. He expresses great 
glory in his independence and_ says 
that he is by birth an Independent, and not, as 
Mr. Hill, cone for the occasion. He 
declares himself a better and purer 
Democrat than Hill and says: ‘‘in the 
matter of Democracy I can safely 
compare records with the gentleman, and if 
mine does not stand the test better than his 
own neither deserves a place in the Democratic 
Party. At the famous Delano banquet he 
frankly stated, ‘If he was a Democrat he 
never intended to be.’ Amd his course since 
that time gives unmistakable evidence that he 
accidentally spoke the truth.’’ 

Mr. Felton refers to Mr. Hill’s attitude when 
Hayes became President, and says that until 
Hayes declined to deal out Southern patrenage 
as Hill desired Hill was a warm admirer 
of the President, and openly eulogized 
him, but when Hayes declined to act accerd- 
ing to Hill’s dictates no abuse was too severe. 
He reters to the Murphy fee, when Colquitt 
incurred Hill’s displeasure and enmity by 
decliniag to retain him, and says that 
when the people with this charge and 
others of Mr. Hill’s'making declined to renomi- 
nate Colquitt for Governor, and called upon 
Mr. Hill to take the stump in opposition to 
him, this honorable gentleman fled ingloriously 
from the State, mendaciously asserting that he 
never brought a charge against the Governor 
in his whole life. Mr. Felten declares that Mr. 
Hill’s worst enemies will exult over his want of 
judgment, and he will soon find himself where 
they have leng desired to see him, namely, 
** without friends or a following.” 

In conclusion, he said: ‘‘A Virginian, a 
Democrat, told me afew weeks ago that Ben 
Hili’s tomfoolery and mania to hear himself 
talk had lost that State to the Democratic 
Party. I beheve that any party will 
thrive on his abuse, and I[ _ hope 
he willdo all he threatens to do, for many 
persons are getting restive under bis political 
lead and Bourbon buffoonery. When this pre- 
suming leader dares to charge me with trying 
to ‘Afrieanize the State’ because I claim for 
every man, white and colored, the right to 
vote a free ticket and to have that vote count- 
ed; because I claim the right of every child 
to a plain English education, at the expense of 
the State and Federal Government; because 
I claim protection for the poor, wretched 
creatures who are by the multitude 
being pushed into the conviet 
eamps of the Senator’s political allies, 
the people will begin to understand the true 
inwardness of the Bourbon supremacy in 
Georgia. I hope every poor. man, 
white and colored, the mechanic, the day 
laborer, the men of sweat and toil, may 
hear this political autocrat as he cracks his 
lash over my back because I dared to be 
their humble friend and advocate. I wish 
the Senator to understand distinctly that 
with all my political faults no man can charge 
me with appearing before the American Con- 
gress in opposition to measures which re- 
quired an immense railroad corporation 
to pay its lawful dues to the Govern- 
ment of the people, and when. this 
oppesition failed as it should have failed, I was 
not found a few days thereafter appeal- 
ing to the Supreme Court in the interest 
of this defeated monopoly for and in 
consideratien of an immense fee, leaving the 
world indoubt whether the fee had been con- 
tracted before or after the favor was 
giver. Thank God, my Democracy is not 
smirched with such a crime as_ this. 
With all my defects as a Democrat I was never 
in consultation at Wormley’s Hetel or any 
other hotel with the most prominent Re- 
publican in the Union bartering away the 
rights and hardly earned triumphs of the Dem- 
ocratic Party for and in consideration of a 
little Federal patronage and a little praise 
from the Republican Party.

SUFFERING FROM SMALL-POX. 


VACCINATION OF GOVERNMERT EMPLOYES 
SUGGESTED—RAVAGES IN PENNSYLVANIA. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—The Secretary of the 
Treasury has issued a circular embodying the com- 
munication from the National Board of Health re- 
eommending vaccination or revaceination of all 


the employes of the Government in the Treasury 
Department, and on duty in various parts of the 
country where they may be exposed to the con- 
tagion of small-pox, and the reply thereto for the 
information ef the employes of the depart- 
ment. Seeretary Folger im his reply says: ‘It 
is my conviction that the means of vaccination 
is a prudential measure against the taking of small- 
pox. I have no hesitation, asa private person, in so 
stating to any one likely to be influenced by an ex- 
pression of an opinion from me. Buc I have no 
right, officially, to offer or urge my views on that 
subject upon persons in the service of the Govern- 
mentin connection with this department. Still, I 
have no objection to bring to the notice of citi- 
zens in alegitimate und inoffensive manner the 
view of so respectable a body as the National Board 
of Health, and I will therefore take some means ap- 
propriate therefor.” 

Reports received by the National Board of Health 
for the week ending Jan. 7 show that there were 
49 new cases of small-pox and 6 deaths in Cincin- 
nati; 3 new cases and1 deathin Louisville, Ky., 
and 1 new case in Montelair, N. J. 


MiLrorpD, Pike County, Penn., Jan. 9.—The 
Board of Health of Milford to-day passed an ordi- 
nanee forbidding persons from Port Jervis and 
other towns where small-pox prevails removing to 
Milford. Should smali-pox continue spreading in 
Port Jervis, all mails thence will be discontinued. 
Several cases of the worst type are reported at 
Matamoras, Pike County. 

ALLENTOWN, Penn., Jan. 9.—The semi- 
weekly report shows three new cases of small-pox 
andnodeaths. Thirty-three cases are now existing 
in various stages. Two cases have appeared at 
‘Odenweldertown, near Easton, where a fatal ease 
occurred last week. 


PirtspurG, Penn., Jan. 9.—Small-pox is 
rapidly inereasing here, 56 new cases being re- 
ported to the Board of Health to-day—43 oases in 
this city and 13 in Allegheny City.

ONE OF THE EXPERTS FOR GUITEAU. 

WaSsHINGTON, Jan. 9.—Referring to the 
Guiteau trial and to the opinion of Dr. Andrew 
McFarland, of Illinois, that Guiteuu is insane, Sen- 
ator David Davis relates the following interesting 
facts, as showing the great liability to misjudge as 


to the mental conditior. of men on trial for crime 
and alleged to be insane. The Senator says 
that while he occupied the bench of 
the Bloomington (lll) Circuit a man under 
indictment for murder was tried before him. 
In this case the killing was admitted, and insanity 
was the plea of the defense. Abraham Linooln, of 
Springfield, and Leonard Swett, of Bloomington, 
the two most distinguished lawyers of Central 
lilinois, appeared in the case, Lineoln for the 
resecution, Swett for the defense. A 
arge preponderance of the testimony of 
the experts favored the sanity of the pris- 
oner. Dr. MeFarland stood almost alone in 
an opposite view of the case. His testimony was 
decided and emphatic that the aecused was insane. 
After hearing ali the testimony in the case 
listening to the arguments of the distinguished 
counsel, and observing closely the appearance and 
behavior of the prisoner during the protracted 
trial, Senator Davis says that he became convinced 
that the accused was sane, and that Dr. McFarland 
had erred in his diagnosis of the case. The jury, 
however, returned a verdict of “not guilty.” 
Immediately after the acquittal of the ac- 
eused he was committed to an insane cre 
lum, when the fact soon became. unmistakably 
apparent that he was insane, and inashort time 
afterward he died a maniac. The sequel showed, 
adds Judge. Davis, that Dr. McFarland, in his tes- 
timony as to the insanity of the man, was correct, 
and I was wrong in my conclusion that he was in- 
sane.

THE CONTEST AT THE READING 
ROAD ELECTION. 

THE ANNUAL MEETING IN PHILADELPHIA—; 
READING THE LONG ANNUAL REPORT— 
THE VOTING ONLY BEGUN—GOWEN RE- 
PORTED TO BE AHEAD. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 9.—At noon to-day the 
Waster appointed by the Court ef Common Pleas 
to act as Chairman of the annual meeting 
of the Philadelphia and Reading Railroad 
Dompany called the meeting to order in. 
Association Hall, which was about half 
Allied in the lower part of the auditorium, 
reserved for stock and proxy holders, the gallery 
being well oceupied by spectators, including many 
prominent citizens of Philadelphia and its vicin- 
ity. Receiver Gowen, accompanied by James 
G. Gowen, of counsel for the Receivers 
of the company, occupied one of the front 
seats to the left of the stage, and 
ns soon as the meeting was called to order moved 
that Mr. Dallas, the Master, act as Chairman of the 
meeting. Mr. Gowen remarked that he did so in 
order that there might be no possible ob- 
jection. The resolution was unanimously 
adopted. Daniel Jones was elected Secretary. 
The Chair then called for a presentation of 
the business of the company during the past year, 
by the President and managers, in accordance with 
the usual rules. President Bond mounted the plat- 
form, carrying with him a bound copy of the annual 
report, recently published. A motion was offered by 
W. E. Lockwood, requesting the President to turn 
over page by page without reading, unless an in- 


guiry or suggestion were offered by a stockholder, 
Ira Shafer, of New-York, objected, and the Chair 
—— that the entire report wouid have to be 
reac 

The reading of the eerees proceeded monetonous- 
ly until a portion touching upon the coal and iron 
properties was reached, when Mr. Lockwood 
asked Mr. Bond whether the latter or his 
co-managers had ever considered the 
Lp epee of selling or disposing 
of the coal and iron properties. President Bond 
replied in the negative, and Mr. Lockwood said 
he would have something more to say subse- 
quently on the subject. At this stage an- 
other effort was made to have the reading 
of the report dispensed with, but C. J. Young, 
proxy for E. L. Young, entered an objecton. Re- 
ceiver Gowenaskedif he was to understand the 
Chair to rule that the stockholders had no control 
over the proceedings of the meeting. The state- 
ment that was being read, he said, had been pub- 
lished at an _ expense ‘of $12,000 or $15,000 
to the stockholders, by all of whom it had been, 
deubtless, read. and Mr. Gowen did not thinka 
slow reading of so long a statement should, under 
the circumstances, be permitted to consume three or 
four hours of timeonthe part of stockholders who 
had come from New-York and elsewhere to vote 
at this meeting. A lively debate ensued. The Chair 
rigidly adhered to his first ruling, and declined 
either to receive a motion or entertain an 
appeal for the purpose of having the reading 
stopped, though the meeting heartily applauded 
every motion or remark looking to that end. 
Gen. Collis, W. E. Lockwood, A. D. Campbell, 
J. E. Gowen, and F. B. Gowen all tried their 
efforts in that direction, but all failed, 
and the reading proceeded, Then Mr. 
Lockwood insisjed upon the report being 
read in full, and under the ruling of the Chair 
President Bond was compelled to turn bs ck and 
read the long tables of figures containea in the re- 
port, which he proceeded to do amid loud and 
urgent cries of *‘Louder.”” Mr. Lockwood moved to 
adjourn until the court cou!d be consulted as to 
Whether the Master was to have such absolute con- 
trol of the proceedings. He wanted to know 
whether an order of court could supersede 
his rights as a stockholder. [Applause.|] The 
Master declined to entertain the motion 
or an appeal asked for by F, B. 
Gowen. Mr. Lockwood then raised the point of 
order that Mr. Bond had omitted a portion of the 
report in the reading. The Master ruled that the 
reading would have to be complete, and insisted 
aponit. Mr. Bond then began the reading of a 
number of tables of figures that had been skipped 
by him. Receiver Gowen, whije the reading of 
the tables was going on, stepped forward impa- 
tiently, and addressing the Chair, said he would not 
object to the reading of the report rapidly, and by 
agood reader, but hecould not help objecting 
toareading that was evidently for a_purpose. 
He added that he had evidenee that President 
Bond had expressed an intention of holding on to 
this office regardless of what action the stockbold- 
trs might take. This was denied by Mr. Bond, at 
first in atone of voice that appeared to be tremulous 
with excitement and so low that few stockholders 
neard his remarks. This he atterward repeated in 
2 louder yoice and challenged Mr. Gowen to 
game his authority. A discussion that was 
mminent was shut ,off by the Chair, 
and Mr. Bond gave way to Mr. Dale, 
pne of his-counsel, who took his place in reading 
the statement, including long tables of figures. it 
was after 1 o’clock when Mr. Dale began, with a 
prospect of being occupied with his task for not 
‘ess than two and a half or three hours. 

The stockholders chafed under the slow, monot- 
pnous reading, and after 10 or 15 minutes a 
half-dozen new propositions, or old ones 
under new forms, were submitted with a 
view to getting over the reading, but 
the Chair assumed that nothing else was in 
order, and would not even entertain an appeal 
from his decision. Toward 2 o’clock Mr. Dale 
was halted again. As he had been _ read- 
mg figures for some time, fractions and 
tven dollars and cents in statemerts  repre- 
senting millions being insisted upon, he was 
widently not unwilling'to cease. The interrup- 
1on this time was by } Mr. Bullitt, of the Bond coun- 
‘el, who stated that he desired it understood that 
1e and those whom he represented had not 
nad any part in the objections offered against 
suspending the reading of the report. If it could 
de satisfactorily arranged he would be glad to 
nave the election proceeded with. After con- 
siderable discussion and a few sharp 
passages between Messrs. Gowen and 
Schaefer, it was unanimously agreed to 
proceed with the election, Receiver Gowen re- 
marking that instead of aspeech he would make 
his answer te the Bond statement by proxy, “ of 
which,” he said, ** I have about 1,300.”" 

The first vote cast was offered at 2:10 P. M., and, 
without objection, 13 votes were accepted. The 
fourteenth was by William H. Stevenson for 10,000 
shares. Counsel for Mr. Bond objeeted to the accept- 
ance of the vote unless Mr. Stevenson would first 
take an oaththat he was the bona fide owner of 
the stock. After much argument between counsel, 
the judges of the election “decided that the y had no 
power to direct a stockholder, whose name appeared 
on the roster as the owner of the stock, 
and who offered himself in person to vote 
it, toswear to his ownership of the stock. The 
note was thereupon accepted and an objection en- 
tered by counsel for the Bond party. ‘This settled 
one of the most important questions connected 
with the election. Voting was then continued. 
When 52 votes had been recei ived, the hour being 
then 3:20 P. M., there was a pause, and the judges 
announced that they Were waiting to receive any 
other votes that might be offered. Thereafter there 
was no line in waiting, but the voters came up 
in ones and twos. At 8:30 P. M. 60 stockholders 
or their proxies had voted, the great majority of 
them, judging from the tickets deposited, 
being for Gowen. Nothing of great in. 
terest or importance characterized the 
proceedings of the election after the 
judges of the election decided that they would ac- 
cept the yotes of those whom the official register 
showed prima facie to be owners of the stock voted 
upon. Counsel for the McCalmont-Bond party filed 
a number of objections, which will be referred to 
the court jn the Master’s report and he then 
disposed of. There were objections by Mr. Bul- 
litt and Judge Green to the reception of the 
votes of L. H. Taylor & Co., 400 shares; Fisher 
& Brother, 800; Barnes Brothers, 100; David 
Baumann, 500; Bates & Coates, agents, 12; 
William Bond 400, and D. Blackburn & Co. 400. 
Mr. Gowen objected to the vote of Charles 
Parrish, 3,625 shares, ag proxy for H. W. 
Palmer, on the ground that Mr. Parrish, he 
bad been informed, had sold 3,700 shares 
of the stock since registration closed. Mr. Gower 
remarked, when filing his exception, that he did 
so merely to be in position to use the same 
sort of objections, when the proper time arrived, 
that the other side was getting ready with. 
The last hour was oceupied in receiying 
proxies offered by Receiver Gowen, mostly for 
small numbers of shares. Of these proxies he held 
about 1,300, while Mr. Bond has 800. None of the 
proxies "for very large blocks, such as the McCal- 
mont or Vanderbilt shares, were voted upon, the 
alphabetical call net haying gone as far as names 
commencing with B. 

The total yote cast for Major Bond's ticket 
to-day foots up about 5,000 shares. Receiver 
Gowen’s aggregate vote for the day is 
something less than 50,000 shares. The 
meeting adjourned until 10 A. M. to-morrow. 
A statement was in circulation in Third-street that 
‘Vanderbilt was pledged to Gowen for only 25,000 
shares. ‘This report was attributed to the Bond 
party, but somewhat affected the share market. 

In consequence of the uncertainty attending the 
election of officers and managers of the Reading 
Company, the annual meetings of several leased 
lines of the company were postponed until Jan. 23. 
The companies were the East Pennsylvania, Ches- 
ter and Delaware River, Pickering Valley, Reading

RAILWAY TRACKS IN’ CINCINNATI. 
THE QUESTION OF TERMINAL FACILITIES— 
PROPOSING TO USE THE CANAL BED. 

CINCINNATI, Jan. 9.—The question of rail- 
way terminal facilities is up again, and is likely to 
be permanentiy disposed of withina few weeks. 
What to do with the railroads entering the city has 
been a constant problem for years, and has now 
grown to be one of most serious importance. The 
railway companies complain that traffic is impeded 
on account of inadequate facilities within the city, 
and figures are produced showing that through 
freights are often sent by longer routes in 
order to avoid delays in Cincinnati. The 
business portion of the city is so crowded 
that additional tracks cannot be put 
down without infringing upon the rights of prop- 
erty-holders, and for thatrreason the plans that 


have been suggested for providing better terminal 
facilities have all, in turn, met with fierce opposi- 
tion. The plan now proposed emanates from a 
committee appointed by the Chamber of Com- 
merce, and provides for the abandonment of a por- 
tion of the canal within the city limits and the lay- 
ing in its bed of connection tracks. The street 
travel could cross on the same bridges which are 
now used, and the tracks thus provided could 
be used by day as well as by night. There is 
the further advantage that the tracks could be 
made to form a sort of belt road, with which allthe 
roads entering the city could be connected. But

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—In the Supreme Court’ 


of the United States to-day, Justice Gray was sworn 
and took his seat on the-bench. 

Justice Matthews read the opinion of tho court 
in the case of Samuel Neslin and Charles F. Smith 
vs. Wells, Fargo & Co., asuit involving the ques-- 
tion of the priority of a mortgage held by the 
appellees upon certain real estate in Salt Lake 
City, Utah. Wells, Fargo & Co.’s mortgage bears 
date of Sept. 27, 1873, and was recorded Sept. 29, 
1873, at 8 A. M. The appellant, Neslin, also holds a 
mortgage upon the same premises, which is earlier 
thanthe mortgage of Welis, Fargo & Co. in date, 
butis later by four hours in time of record. The 
court below found, as a conclusion of law, that the 
lien of the mortgage offered by Wells, Fargo & Co. 
has priority over that of the mortgage to Neslin, 
notwithstanding the fact that the latter mortgage 
was executed first, The decree of the court below 
is here affirmed. 

No. 11—Henry W. Stowe, appellant, vs. The City of 
Chicago.—Appeal from the Circuit Court of the 
United States forthe Northern District of Illinois.— 
This was a suit brought by Stow against the city for 
alleged infringement of patents)owned by him 
upon improvements in street pavements. This 
court holds that there is no infringement; that the 
appellant is not entitled to any relief against the 
appellee upon either of the patents on which his 
demand for relief is now based, and that his case, 
as presented here, has no ground tostandon. The 
decree of the Circuit Court dismissing his bill is, 


therefore, affirmed. Opinion by Justice Woods. 
Justice Field did not sit in this case and took no 
part in its decision. 

No. 171—John J. Vinton, et al., appellants, vs. Ho- 
mer Hamilton et al. —Appeal from the Circuit Court 
of the United States for the Northern District of 
Ohio.—The bill of complaint in this case alleges 
that the appellees, Hamilton et al., are infringing 
a patent granted to the complainant, John J, Vin- 
ton,on Oct. i4, 1873, for an improvement in the 
manufacture of iron from furnace slag. This court 
holds that the application of a cinder notch to a 
cupola furnace for the purpose designated by 
the complainant is neither patentable nor 
new, and that all the other parts of the 
process and appliances covered by the 
complainants’ patent were old and well known long 
before the date of his alleged invention and the 
patent therefor. The complainant was not the 
first inventor, either in tactor in law, of the dis- 
covery or invention described in his letters patent, 
The patent ts, therefore, void, and the decree of 
the Circuit Court dismissing the bill was right and 
must be affirmed. Opinion by Justice Woods. 
Justice Matthews did not sit in this case and took 
no part in its decision. 

No. 31—#dward Miller & Co., appellants, vs. The 
Bridgeport Brass Company.—i his was a suit brought 
by Miller & Co. to restrain the Bridgeport Brass 
Company from the infringement of a twice re- 
issued patent upon an improvement in laps. The 
court below dismissed the bill on the ground that 
the second reissue, on which the suit was based, 
was not for the same invention which was de- 
scribed and claimed in the original patent. ‘This 
court adopts that view, and says that the power 
given by the law to issue a new patent, upon the 
surrender of the original, for the correction of 
errors and mistakes has been greatly misunder- 
stood and abused. It was notthe purpose of the 
Jegis! ation on this subject to authorize the surren- 
der of patents for the purpose of having them re- 
issued “with broader and more comprehensive 
claims, although umder the general terms of the 
law sueh areissue may be made where it clearly 
appears that an actual mistake has inadvertently 
been made. But by a curious misapplication 
of the law it has come to be principally 
resorted to for the purpose of enlarging and 
expanding patent claims, and the evils which have 
growa out of this praetice have assumed large pro 
portions. Patents have been so eXpanded and 
idealized, years after their first issue, that hun- 
dreds and thousands of mechanics and manufac- 
turers, who had just reason to suppose that the 
field of action was open, bave been obliged to dis- 
continue their emp! loyments or pay an enormous 
tax for continuing them. The granting of a reissue 
ofa patent for the purpose of _ having its scope 
widened after an unreasonable delay, is clearly an 
abuse of the powers to grant reissue s, and may 
justly be declared illegal and void. it will not do 
for the patentee to wait until other inventors have 
produced new forms of improvement and then, 
with the new light thus acquired, under 
pretense of inadvertence and mistake, apply 
for such an enlargement of his claim as to 
make it embrace these new forms. Such a process 
of expansion, carried on indefinitely, without re- 
gard to lapse of time, would operate most unjustly 
against the public, and js totally unauthorized by 
law. Insuchacase even he who has rights and 
sleeps upon them justly loses them. The decree of 
the Circuit Court dismissing the bill is affirmed. 
Opinion by Justice Bradley 

Justice Field read the opinion of the court in the 
ease of the Bank of Commerce, of Memphis, Tenn., 
vs. the State of Tennessee and others—a case 
which involves the question whether real estate 
taken by a Tennessee bank to secure itself from 
loss by reason of a loan roade in the regular course 
of business, and held by such bank only tempo- 
rarily, is exempt from State taxation. The court 
holds that all real property held by the bank, un- 
less purchased for the one specific purpose desig- 
nated in its charter, namely, forits own use as a 
place of business, 1s subject to the general taxing 
power of the State. The judgment of the court 
below is affirmed. Opinion by Justice Field. 

Justice Field also readjthe opinion of the eourt in 
the case of Hiram Quimby, plaintiff in error, vs. 
Andrew Conlan, brought here upon a writ of (error 
tothe Supreme Court of California. The contro- 
versy in this case relates to the ownership and pos- 
session of certain real estate situated in the coun- 
ty of Los Angeles, Cal. The grounds set forth on 
equitable relief by Quinby, who claims a pre-emp- 
tion right to the land in question, consist of alleged 
erroneous rulings by the Land Department. This 
court holds that there was nothing in the showing 
made by Quimby to justify the court below in 
granting the relief prayed for, even if the 
facts stated as grounds of relief were taken 
into consideration. But such facts could not 
properly be taken into consideration, for the 
reason that the courts cannot exercise any direct 
appellate jurisdiction over the rulings of the sub- 
ordinate offieers of the Land Department or of 
their superior in sueh matters, nor can they reverse 
or correct them in a collateral proceeding between 
private parties founded upon them, where no fraud 
has been practiced upon the officers ard they 
themselves are not chargeable with any Naadolect 
conduct. It would lead to endless litigation and be 
fruitful of evil if a supervisory power were vested 
in the courts over the action of the numerous 
officers of the Land Department on mere questions 
of fact presented for their determination. The 
judgment of the ar is below is aflirmed. 

_No. 170—George A. Davis & Co. et ail., appellants, 

L. Friedlander et al, —Appeal from the C ireuit 
Count of the United States for the Western Dis- 
trict of Tennessee. This was a contest between 
attaching ereditors as to priority of jiens upon the 
property of a bankrupt. The decree of the Cir- 
cuit Court is reversed, with directions that the peti- 
tion of Friedlander, Stich & Co., filed in the Dis- 
trict Court, sitting in bankruptey, be dismissed 
with costs to the present appellants, but without 
prejudice to uny claim asserted by any proper 
proceeding in a court of competent jurisdic tion to 
# prior lien as against appellants or others upon 
the property levied upon by the attachment in the 
law courtof Memphis. Opinion by Justice Harlan, 
Chief-Justice Waite read the opinion of the court 
in the original case, ex parte Frederick Gordon, 
(No. 5 original,) which presents a question of ad- 
miralty jurisdiction of some importance. tarises 
out of the application of the owner of the British 
steamer Leversons, for a writ of prohibition, to 
restrain the District Court of the United States for 
the District of Maryland, sitting in Admiralty, from 
proceeding further in a cause begun in that “court 
against his vessel, to recover damages for 
the drowning of certain persons, in con- 
sequence of a collision on the Chesapeake 
Bay in February last, between the steamer and 
the schooner David E. Wolf, caused by the fault 
of the steamer. ‘The question as presented here is 
whether the United States District Court, sitting in 
admiralty, had jurisdiction of the case. In the 
opinion of this court it had. The collision which 
caused the injury complained of was certainly a 
subject of admiralty jurisdiction. It occurred 
between two rowing while navigating the public 
waters of the United States, and was a maritime 
tort. For damages to the vessels or their cargoes 
caused by the collision a suit could unquestionably 
be maintained inthe District Court of any district 
where the vessel should be found. The question 
in the present suit, namely, whether the vessel is 
hable to the libelants for pecuniary damages, re- 
sulting from a loss of life in the collision, may also 
be properly decided by a court of admiralty. ‘The

It had its very 
small beginnings, but has prospered beyond the ex- 
pectations of its projectors, bavi ing been extended 
as the necessities seemed to [de mand from the oe- 
cupancy of a single floor in a small building to two 
structures in different parts of Brooklyn, which are 
entirely devoted to the uses of the society. Meals 
are provided at these places as per schedule at 5 
cents a dish for each portion of food and 
10 cents for a night's lodging. ‘Tickets 
are sold to those who wish to dispense their 
benefits in this way at the main establishment 
of the society, which is at the cornerof Willoughby 
and Jaystreets. The branch house is at the inter- 
section of Washington and Nassau streets, in 
Brooklyn. Tickets can also be purchased by a re- 
quest to the Superintendent through the mails, 
who will forward the quantity desired. The re- 
port of the out-going Treasurer recently submitted 
showe d that last year the number of lodgings fur- 
nished was 27,705 5, and the total amount received 
for both food and lodging during the same period 
was $15,504 50, making the enterprise a self-sup- 
porting one, During the past year a separate de- 
ota nt has been provided for femates, which is 
pecoming successful.

clerical appointments for the year 1882. Last year 
the Board of Estimate and Apportionment gave 
the Board Justices $52,000 for salaries of as- 
sistant clerks. This year the appropriation is, for 
assistant clerks $24,000, and for four stenographers 

000. There are at present 16 assistant clerks 
at. $2,000 a year each. The $24,000 for 
their compensation this year will pay only 12 
assistant clerks and tour must be ‘‘shelved,” orin 
some other way disposed of, if possible. The four 
stenographers are not yet appointed, but they are 
a new cli ass of attachés in the Police Court service, 
and will be required to act as assistant clerks. But 
the troubl le in th e whole matter arises from the fact 
that the law of 1873 fixes the terms of the assistant 
clerks at two years, while the same law gives 
the Board of Justices the power to fix 
the amount of their salaries. Under the resolution 
adopted by the board, appointing the present as- 
sistant clerks, their salaries were fixed at $2,000 
and their terms will not expire until October, 1882. 
They can be removed only “for cause.” At the 
meeting of the board held last week, Justices 
Patterson, Smith, and Power were appointed 
a2 committee to confer with the Counsel 
to the Corporation as to the legal 
power in the premises and to report to 
the board for its guidance. The committee made 
its report in executive session last night, and the 
report was discussed for an hour andahalf. The 
debate was entirely harmonious, however. When 
the open meeting of the board was called to order, 
Justice Patterson in the chair, Justice Smith 
moved the adoption of a resolution notifying As- 
sistant Clerks Abraham Brown, Jr., and 
John W. Conkling that the board proposes 
to remove them from office; that the reason for 
such removal is the limited amount of the appro- 
priation made for the pay of assistant clerks by the 
Roard of Estimate and Apportionment, and that 
they may be heard in opposition to such proposed 
removal, and show reason why they should not be 
removed at a meeting of the board on Jan. 30, at 
8 o'clock P, M. 

There were 10 Justices present, J ustice Kilbreth 
alone being absent, and the 10 voted “yea” on the 
resolution. Mr. Brown is a proté g6 of ex-Police 
Justice Duffy, and is at present inJustice Murray’s 
court.

SOME GEOLOGIUAL :FAOTS. 
DR. LAWRENCE JOHNSON’S PAPER ON THE 
DRIFT-HILLS OF WESTERN NEW-YORK. 


At the New-York Academy of Sciences last 
evening, Dr. Lawrence Johnson read an exhaustive 
memoir on the “ Parallel Drift-hills of Western 
New-York.” A glance at the topography of the 
western section of the State shows a series of long 
and narrow lakes, among which may be mentioned 
Skaneateles, Cayuga, and Seneca as perhaps the 
most important. These bodies of water 


vary from a few to 100 miles in length, 
and are of extreme depth, considering 
their breadth, which is often not more than four or 
five miles, and at points even less, They lie in cup- 
shaped valleys between series of hills whose gen- 
eral direction is from north to south. They are 
connected by a = of water called at different 
points Duck River, the Clyde, and so on, which 
finally turns the flank of the great lime- 
stone formation of the Niagara and empties into 
Lake Ontario. After minutely describing the sur- 
face of the section and noticing the extreme com- 
parative depth of the lakes, varying from 400 to 
600 feet, Dr. Johnson proceeded to consider the 
question of their formation, rejecting, for 
many reasons, the theory that they were ex- 
cavated by icebergs. The section, embracing 
from 800 to 1,000 square miles, was one of 
great interest, the speaker said, because no such 
ranges of drift-hills had been elsewhere noticed = 
this continent, save possibly by Sir William Lo 
who deseribed a somewhat similar formation t igh 
up on the Ottawa River in Canada, whose ranges 
lay north and south in the same manner. Dr. 
Johnsen advanced the hypothesis that the whole 
section he had descrined was once nearly 
covered with water, and there were evidences, as, 
for example, in the marshes north of Cayuga Lake, 
that they had formerly extended further north- 
ward. The tamarack tree grew in great abun- 
dance in these marshes on-~- the - north, 
and the nature of the strata beneath was 
such as to show that they were former! 
rains of the bodies of water tkat they joined. 

t would be noticed by the listener that the long 
axes of the small lakes he had described, while 
pointing in the same general direction, all con- 
verged at such angles that they would meet, 
if continued on the map, in the great 
peninsula ef Labrador, which was now 
believed to have been the mother of a 
vast prehistoric series of glaciers concerned in the 
formation and modification of the tract lying tothe 
south and south-west. Lake Ontario was evidently 
formed by the same tremendous glacier that exca- 
vated the basin of Lake Erie. Dr. Johnson closed 
his paper with some citations from the geological 
description of the country tending to Sustain 
his theory. Dr. Newberry read a memoir from 
his own pen, consisting of a severe and 
careful criticism of the views.as to the agency of 
ancient tides in modifying the features of the 
earth’ 8 surface recently advanced by Prof. Robert 
Ball, of Dublin. Dr. Ball, adopting the views of Mr. 
George Darwin as to the earth and moon having 
originally formed one body, had, Prof. Newberry 
said, advanceda theory of the agency of tides 
which was subversive’ of the accepted doctrines of 
geology, iftrue. He reviewed the laurentian, si- 
lurian, devonian, carboniferous, and other periods 
of geology, showing that the evidences were alto- 
gether at variance with Prof. Ball’s hypothesisfof 
such a violent agency as tides from 600 to 1,000 feet 
high having been concerned in their formation, and 
conciuded by rejecting it as untenable. 

Resolutions were passed after some debate 
recommending an appropriation by the Legislature 
for the publication of Prof. Hall’s paleontological 
researches as of great valwe to men of science,

KILLED IN THE HOLD. 

MAN CRUSHED TO DEATH—ANOTHER 
SERIOUSLY INJURED. 

The steam-ship Irthington, of the Great 
Western Line, plying between this port and Bris- 
tol, was detained in her departure on Saturday, 
and stevedores were employed at night stowing 
her cargo. Last night eight men were in tha 
vessel’s hold engaged stowing bales of 
oil-cake, which were taken from a_ barge 


lying slongside the vessel at Pier No. 
18 East River. A derrick and ‘donkey 
winch’’ were used to swing the bales from the 
barge, and the derrick was furnished with a new 
2-inch rope. At 9:30 o'clock, while the derrick was 
loaded with six bales of the oil- cake, and had swung 
directly over the hold, the rope parted su 2nddenly 
just above the iron hook which held it around 
the bales and the bales were precipitated a dis- 
tance of 10 feet into the hold. John Butler 
was standing directly underneath at the time and 
was crushed beneath them and instantly killed. 
The bales also struck Edward Burke and inflicted 
serious internal injuries. Patrick Culhane, aged 
35 years, of No. 67 Madison-street, was also struck 
on the head, but, fortunately, escaped with aslight 
scalp wound. The associates of the victims hurried 
to their aid. Capt. Franks, of tke vessel, was 
summoned, and Watchman Watt telegraphed for 
an ambulance, which quickly brought Dr. Murray, 
of the Chambers-Street Hospital, to the spot. 
Butler's eorpse was released from beneath the 
bales and removed on a stretcher to the pier. 
Butler was an Irishman, 25 years old, astrong and 
well-built man, and he lived at No.1 Hamilton- 
street. Burke was sent to the hospital, where he 
was cared for as tenderly as possible. Ho is 29 
years old, ana has a wife and six chil- 
dren dependent upon him. They live at 
No. 16 Batavia-street. Very little hope is 
entertained of his recovery, as several of his ribs 
are broken, and at least one was forced into his 
lung, inflicting terrible injury. lt is supposed that 
the parting of the rope tvas due to the imnerfect 
“splicing” of the strands around the hook. The 
agents of the Irthington are W.D. Morgan & Co., 
of No. 70 South-street.

THELAW AGAINST MURDER

4RGUING THE QUESTION IN THE 
GUITEAU CASE. 
irk. SCOVILLE CONCLUDES HIS SPEECH AND 
I8 FOLLOWED BY MR. CORKHILL ON THE 
QUESTION OF JURISDICTION—A SHARP 
ATTACK ON THE DEFENSE BY MR. DA- 
VIDGE. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—The court was called 
to order at 10:05, and a few minutes later the prison- 
er was led in and placed in the dock. The proceea- 
ings of the first day of the ninth week of the trial 
were opened by the prisoner, who expressed a de- 
sire to say a few words about his mail. ‘I have,” 
he said, ‘about 700 or 800 letters that I expect to 
examine as soon as I have time. A good many are 
from ladies, expressing sympathy and praying 
that I be acquitted. I desire to thank 
the ladies of America for their sympathy. On Sat- 
urday I received a check for $1,000 from the Stal- 
warts of Brooklyn; also one for $500 from the 
Stalwarts of New-York. I desire to call on other 
Stalwarts to show their hands with checks—[an- 
grily to the bailiffs]—-Keep quiet and mind your 
business. Don’t interfere with me when I am 
speaking.” 

Mr. Scoville resumed his argument in support of 
the prayers for the defense. He believed it was 
not possible to produce a late case in England or 
America involving the point of irresistible impulse 
jn which the courts had sustained, purely and 
without qualifications, the positions of the English 
Judges laid down in the House of Lordson the 
McNaughten case. Referring to the charge of 
Judge Noah Davis in the Coleman case, he said 


that, while the opinions of Judges are entitled to 
weight in matters properly before them, yet in 
matters not properly before them they were mere 
obiter dicta, and were entitled to no more authori- 
ty than the opinions of any other lawyers, and that 
was applicable to this opinion of Judge Davis. Re- 
ferring again to the recent English case of the 
Queen against Davis, he said that under the princi- 
woe of the McNaughten case Davis would 
ave been held to the rule of the knowledge 
between right and wrong and to the knowledge of 
the criminality of the act and the penalty for it; 
and yet the court in that case laid down the rule, 
in his charge to the jury, that if the prisoner knew 
that the act he was committing was wrong he 
must be responsible, even though he were mad, 
but that if his madness prevented that knowledge 
he must be excused. That question of fact 
the Judge left to the jury in that case, 
and that was what the defense asked the court to 
do in this case. There seemed to be an incon- 
sistency in that ruling, and yet that inconsistency 
arose from the disinclination of the court in that 
tase to overrule judicial authority in the Mc- 
Naughtun case, and its willingness, at the same 
time, to stultify itself by saying that a blind, 
unreasoning rule should control to the sac- 
rifice of human life. He next referred 
to a debate in the English Parliament, on 
June 12, 1877, on a proposition to abolish the death 
penalty, and toaspeech made by Sergeant Parry 
quoting the unanimous resolution of a_board of 
medical officers of asylums held at the Royal Col- 
lege of Physicians of London on the I4th of July, 
1864, as follows: “ That so much of the mental 
condition of a criminal lunatic as renders him re- 
sponsible because he knows the difference be- 
tween right and wrong is inconsistent with the 
fact that the power to distinguish between 
right and wrong exists frequently among those 
who are undoubtedly insane and is often associated 
with dangerous and uncontrollable delusion.”’ It 
was an admitted fact that an irresponsible insane 
person might and did frequently determine the 
question of right and wrong, and had that degree 
of reason left which enabled him to determine it 
BS accurately as a person of sound mind. He 
proceeded to give a history of the McNaughten 
pase. The physicians in that case had stated that, 
while the prisoner knew the difference between 
right and wrong, yet he was impelled by an 
Insane impulse to do the act, and therefore was 
not accountable in the law. The court in that case 
had given special importance to the evidence of 
two experts, who had been summoned by neither 
side. but by the court itself—the very proposition 
which he (Mr. Scoville) had made and which had 
been treated by the prosecution with contempt. 


SPARRING BETWEEN COUNSEL. 

The District Attorney—You had the experts on 
the stand and were afraid to ask them any ques- 
tions, 

Mr. Seoville—Oh, we al understand that, and un- 
derstand how far from the rule of right and jus- 
tice the prosecuting attorney was when he called 
upon the expert from Utica and said: ‘‘ You go 
to the jail; if you find the prisoner to be insane I 
will not put him on trial.” He said that toa man 
he had called here under his pay and direction. 

Mr. Scoville also read from the charge of Chief- 
Justice Tyndall to the jury in the McNaugbten 
pase, in which the Judge virtually left the jury to 
decide the question of responsibility—saying to the 
jury: “Ifin your judgment the subject appears 


involved in very great difficulty, then you will 
probably not take upon yourselves to find the pris- 
oner guilty”—thus giving the prisoner the benefit 
of the principle of “reasonable doubt.’’ He then 
proposed to read an extract from the speech of 
John Bright in the same Parliament discussion. 

Mr. Davidge, (sarcastically)—Was he a Judge? 

Mr. Scoville—No, Sir; but I think that what he 
says is entitied to as much welzht as the opinion of 
Judge Davis in the Coleman case. 

The Prisoner—Judge Davis is a good fellow, but 
he is sadly mistaken about the law. 

Mr. Scoville then went on to read from Mr. 
Bright’s speech, the real point of which was to 
show that enlightened public opinion is a pretty 
safe guide, even in matters of law. Going back to 
the question of Judge Davis’s opinion in the Cole- 
man case, he attributed it toadesire on Judge 
Davis's part to pander to a reprehensible feeling 
of revenge against Guiteau, which induced Judge 
Davis to travel out of the record and to volunteer 
and promuigate an opinion on the Guiteau case. 
The question was not involved in the Coleman case 

Mr. Porter—On what authority do you make that 
statement? 

Mr. Scoville—Tnere was nothing more involved 
In that case making it necessary for Judge Davis to 
promulgate his opinion than there was any neces- 
sity for Mr. Porter to read that opinion the other 
day instead of letting Mr. Davidge read it. 

Mr. Porter—I do not know that it is necessary 
to put the Chief-Justice of the Supreme Court of 
the State of New-York on trial here. If it be, I 
challenge the production of the record to which 
the counsel refers. I undertake to say that the 
charge made by the counsel is utterly baseless and 
false. Let him prove itif he undertake to malign 
an honorable member of the judiciary of one of the 
States of the Union. 

The Prisoner—A very fine speech. 

Mr. Scoviile—I think that while it may be true 
that nothing should be charged to Judge Davis on 
account of the character of his co-Judges on the 
bench, still it is also true that no such weight 
ought to be given in a court of justice to the 
opinion of a Judge who sits with a Barnard anda 
Cardozo in an inferior court, as should be given to 
the opinions of Judges of courts of the highest re- 
a4 either in the State of New-York or any other 

state. 

Mr. Porter—I am sorry to be compelled again to 
interrupt counsel. The charge is equally false. 
Neither Judge Barnard nor Judge Cardozo ison 
the bench on which Judge Davissits, He never sat 
by the side of either. 

The Prisoner—That isso. Judge Davis was not 
elected for some time after Barnard and Cardozo 
retired from the bench. 

Mr, Scoville—I am not going to try that issue. 

Mr. Porter—I think we had better try the issue of 
Guiteau. — 

Mr. Scoville—I am going to say this now, that 
when I find ia this case conduct that I think is be- 
coming to a Police Court where eertain persons are 
prrested from the slums of a city and put on trial, I 
shall characterize it in proper language and criticise 
It, and counsel may protest and roil out words with 
quavers and semi-quavers, and they ean’t help it. 
That is all. I heard the same sort of thing when a 
boy, and I heard it from owls in the woods of 
Western Ohio, and I was not frightened. (Laughter. 

Mr. Davidge—Your Honor ought to interrupt an 
putastoptothis. _ ; 

The Court. (impatiently)—I do not want any ner- 
sonalities. To attend to the argument and to 
— peace between counsel! is a little too 
touch. 

Mr. Davidge—I don't think that five minutes 
this morning have been directed to the discussion 
of legal! propositions. 

The Prisoner—Scoville is making too much talk 
about Judge Davis. The fact is that the jury repu- 
diated the law, and this jury will repudiate the 
same law. Ihave do doubt that your Honor will 
give the law as Judge Davis did. 

Mr. »coville then proceeded to read portions of 
Judge Davis’s charge, contending that 1t was inap- 
plicable to the case then under trial. 

The Prisoner—That was a case where @ woman 
shot her seducer, It is no possible parallel to this 
case. 

Mr. Scoville quoted from the charge of Chief- 
Justice Breece, of Illinois, in which the following 
sentence occurs: “ We have come to the conclu- 
sion that the safe and reasonable test would be 
this: That whenever it appears from the evidence 
that at the time of doing the act charged, the pris- 
oner was not of sound mind, but was affected with 
Insanity, and such affection was the efficient cause 
of the act and that he would not have done the act 
but for that affection, he ought to be acquitted.” 
That, ‘said Mr. Scoville, is the substance of the 
instruction to the jury which we ask from the 
court in this case. Passing to the question of 
“malice” a8 necessary to constitute the erime of 
murder, he argued that malice was not a presump- 
tion of law, but was a fact that must be proved like 
pny other fact. It might be proved or disproved. 
It entered into and must bea constituent part of 
the crime of murder. in support of this proposi- 
tion he quoted from 9 Metcalf, page 121, and 3 
Gray, 466. tt 

Mr. Davidge—My definition of malice is the inten- 
tional doing of a wrongful act. . 

Mr. Scoville—Yes, Sir; Your definition of malice 
Is that it is not a fact at all that is subject to be re- 
butted—that is conclusive—that it is not a mere 
presumption of law, but that it is conclusive. The 
authorities which I cite here say that the defend- 
ant is not concluded on that point, but that it is a 
gecetion of fact to be proved or disproved like any 
pther 

Mr. Davidge—What we say is that if the party 
knew he was doing wrong then malice is conclu- 
sively proved. That is the language of the Su- 

reme Court in the Mormon ease, and was the lan- 

of the Judge who tried that case in the 


pours | below. If the man Fecticted for bigam 

knew that he'was violating the law in Leareyink 
while he had a first wife a the law impose 

malice upon him conclusively. I do not see any 
other issue here. 

Judge Cox—There is no question of malice in 
bigamy. 

r, Davidge—There is what is known as malice 
in law, or, as they put itin the Mormon case, the 
intention to do wrong. 

The Prisoner—That is a question of fact for the 
jury to pass upon. 

Nr. Davidge—I do not understand by malice 
grudge or ill-will, or anything of that sort. My no- 
tion of malice is the intentional doing of a wrong- 
ful act, no matter what it may be. 

Mr. Scoville, passing to the eleventh prayer, ar- 

ued in support of it, that is, that if the jury be- 
fieved the prosecution had willfully sevpressed evi- 
dence of the mental condition of the accused dur- 
ing the two weeks following the shooting, the jury 
had a right to take that fact into consideration as 
raising a presumption that such evidence would 
have been unfavorable to the prosecution. 

The Prisoner—They suppressed Bailey’s note- 
book, which would have shown that on the 3d of 
July I claimed inspiration. 

Mr. Scoville, passing to the fourteenth prayer, 
which raised the question of jurisdiction, said he 
had no doubt that the court understood that sub- 
ject fully—much better, probably, than counsel for 
the defense did. It was a matter, therefore, which 
they did not care to argue. 

In conclusion, he asked to add a few words per- 
sonal to himself, and proceeded: ‘In this case I 
have endeavored (and shall endeavor to the clese) 
to conduet myself with propriety. I think that my 
duty to the defendant and to the cause of justice 
requires me, if I see conduct on the part of counsel 
for the prosecution which I regard as improper, to 
refer to it. Iunderstand that that is nota thing 
which we are prohibited from doing in the trial of 
acase. Atthe same time I desire to refer to all 
these matters in a proper spirit and in proper 
language. On Saturday, when I criticised (as 
I then thought, and still think, I had a rignt 
to do) Mr. Porter's production of the opinion of 
Judge Davis, and the manner in which he brought 
it into the case, 1 was told by counsel in a very 
domineering manner (there is no denying it) that 
such things would not be permitted any longer, 
and that if the court did not stop, he, the counsel, 
would peremptorily stop me from any such further 
criticism. Now, I wish simply to say that he will 
not. If the court thinks such criticism improper, I 
will stop at any moment; but I shall not be stopped 
by counsel. I shall say whatever I please,” 

Mr. Davidge, (sarcastically)—I do not think that 
anything will stop you. 

Mr. Scoville—No, Sir. If anything occurs, from 
time to time, in this case which I think improper, 
or which I may think done for the purpose of hay- 
ing an undue iniluence,I shall mention it every 
time, as, for instance, the practice of counsel 
for the prosecution, every time they come into 
court, bowing very respectfully and very 
gracefully to the jurors, the whole length 
of the panel. If I think that improper I shall 
say so, I have not bowed to the jury once, 
and yet, for 40 days, counsel on the other side have 
bowed to the jury three times and sometimes four 
timesa day. When the proper time comes I shall 
mention that circumstance in proper language, but 
I shall eharacterize it just as I think it ought to be 
characterized. Ceunsel may forbid it [imitating 
the voice and style of Mr. Porter in the word 
“forbid” in a manner that evoked much laughter, } 
but it will not have any effect. 

The Prisoner—That is a good point. 

Mr. Porter—If counsel for the defense did not 
a to the jury I shall not offer an apology for 

nem, 

Mr. Davidge—If the charge is only one of polite- 
ness On our part we confess it. 

Mr. Scoville having resumed his seat, Mr. Reed 
read extracts from the opinion of the Judge in the 
case of the State against Jones, (50th New- 
Hampshire Reports,)\to show what was the opinion 
of that court with regard to the responsibility of a 
prisoner who was sane enough to know right from 
wrong. The court then took arecess of half an 
heur. Atthis point the jury took advantage of the 
permission recently givenit and retired for the day. 
THE QUESTIONS OF JURISDICTION AND IN- 

SANITY, 

After the recess the District Attorney rose and 
said that the two last instructions asked for by 
the defense raised the question of the court’s 
jurisdiction. It had been understood by counsel 
for the prosecution that this question would not 
be raised, but foreseeing that it might be, he had 
given to it careful study, and would now offer 
an argument which he thought would thoroughly 
and completely vindicate the jurisdiction of the 
court. He then proceeded to read his argument 
from printed slips. 

The District Attorney having finished the read- 
ing, Mr. Davidge rose, and after referring to the 
understanding with Mr. Scoville that the question 
of jurisdiction should be waived, and to hisown 
readiness to argue it at the very beginning of 
the trial, he said: “Ever since I examined 
this question of jurisdiction, I have enter- 
tained a very fixed opinion in respect to a 
broader ground on which the jurisdiction may be 
sustained than either of the grounds mentioned in 
the paper read to the court. That larger ground 
has always appeared to me to be this: that the 
crime mentioned in this indictment is a crime 
against the Federal Government, and that the 
Federai Government is not embarrassed in its 
legislation by the rules and principles of the 
common law. Inthe construction of the laws of 
the Federal Government, we refer to the common 
law simply to ascertain the meaning of words; and, 
having ascertained that meaning, we have noth- 
ing at all to do with the peculiar policy or 
processes that govern in States, the juris- 
prudence of which represents the common law. 
My view, therefore, has always been 
that as to a statute passed hy the Federal Govern- 
ment before the cession of this portion of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia by the State of Maryland, its ian- 
guage ought to be construed according to its 
plain, natural, and popular signification. We 
are trying this case under that Federal 
statute—a statute antedating the cession 
of this District. The language of that law is that 
whoever shall commit the crime of murder, in any 
place within the exclusive jurisdiction of the Fed- 
eral Government, shall suffer death. With this inti- 
mation of those views of mine, in addition to those 
presented by the District Attorney, 1 shall say 
nothing further now on the subject, but shall defer 
argument on it until this case shall go to review in 
the Supreme Court of this District sitting in banc.”’ 

After referring to what he thought to be a mis 
understanding by the counsel for the defense of 
the word ** malice,”’ and showing that ‘* malice” 
in law means simply the intentional doing of an 
act denounced by the law as a_ crime, 
Mr. Davidge continued as_ follows: gi 
have laid down four simple propositions. 
In the first place, I stated that in 
this civillzed land there was a test of responsibility 
in respect of human intelligence. I said that we 
were not here to define what the rule was in re- 
spect of civil transactions, but only in respect of 
crimes, and that the law furnished a rule whereby 
was established a test of human _ responsibility 
for the violation of a criminal statute. I 
said, in the next place, that if the party 
had that degree of intelligence which made him 
responsible, no mere belief, no intellectual opera- 
tion of his mind would make him Irresponsible. No 
opinion, however fixed, not even the belief that he 
was inspired to do wrong by holy writ, would 
make him irresponsible, provided that it was an 
act of his own mind, and the conclusion reached 
by the exercise of his own reason. Inthe third 
place, Isaid that, as no intellectual error would 
excuse, a fortiori, no depravity. no moral disease 
would excuse. I said that the intelligence of a man 
was king, and thatif he had a certain degree of 
intelligence, he was hela bound to keep in check, 
not only the intellectual but the moral operations 
of his nature; and that such a monstrous thing as 
moral insanity was unknown to the law of this Dis- 
trict, and ought to be unknown to the law of any 
civilized eommunity.” 2 

The Prisoner—Transitery mania is the word, 
Judge, not moral insanity. 

Mr. Davidge—Lastly, I said that the only posta- 
late of irresponsibility was disease of the mind— 
insanity—the product of a diseased mind, and 
existing to such an extent as to de- 
throne reason and to deprive the man of 
the power to. exert. his intelligence in 
respect of the act which is the subject matter of 
the indictment. Idonot understand that the first 
proposition is seriously combated on _ the 
other side. I do not understand that there 
is any oolicy on the other side except 
to produce obscurity and confusion in the 
instructions to be given to the jury. All this med- 
ical jargon, which might be right and proper when 
applying to an insane person, is manifestly wrong 
and improper when urged as an excuse for crime 
on behalf of aman who knew what he was doing 
and who knew what he was doing was wrong. 
You have before you here a question of adminis- 
tration and not a question of disease. What we 
learn from the medical gentlemen in _ their 
writings is all very well when the ques- 
tion is whether a party. ought to be 
secluded in a mad-house or ought to be treated in 
any degree; but it is wholly irrelevant and wholly 
improper when a court of justice is called upon to 
detine what the law is—a law enacted for the pro- 
tection of society. The learned gentleman (Mr. 
Scoville) treated us to a homily here in respect of 
public sentiment. Where would his client beif 
public sentiment could be heard here? How long 
would he continue inthis court-room? I think 
that really, in this argument, the less said on that 
subject the better.” 

CRITICISING THE PRAYERS OF THE DEFENSE. 

Mr. Davidge then proceeded to criticise in detail 
the several instructions prayed for on the part of 
the defense, and to contrast them with the four 

simple propositions prayed for by the prosecution. 
Continuing, he said: ‘The law lays its hand upon 
the prisoner and deals with him for the pur- 
pose of making an example of him. Accord- 
ing to the testimony of one of the medical 
witnesses, there is in this country one crank 


out of every five persons, I think that an exagger- 
ation, but, undoubtedly, the number of cranks is 
very great, and indubitably there are very many 
men who are only restrained from crime by exam- 
ple, so that the law doesn’t even mean to hurt this 
man. That is not the object of the law. He will 
be judged elsewhere, finally judged. The purpose 
of the law is to prevent on his part a repetition of 
the offense, and to prevent an imitation of it by 
others as depraved and wicked as himself. The 
jaw does not want to make him suffer, (nis very 
suffering is an accident,) but the law punishes him 
so that society may live. : 

The Prisoner—I say that the act was right, and 
you say that it was wrong. We will leave it to the 
jury to decide. Thatis the way we will fixit. [ 
am leaving it tothe American people, and they 
are coming to my side every day. 

Mr. Davidge, (with an airof profound disgust)— 
Oh, keep quiet. Mr. Davidge proceeded with his 
argument, in which he was at times interrupted by 
the prisoner with such remarks as the following: 
“Mr, Garfield would not have died if the Lord had 
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not wanted him to go;” ‘I do not claim moral in- 

sanity, but transitory mania. That is all there is 
in this case.’ 3 

Mr. Davidge went on to say: ‘‘ We want light. 
We do not intend to allow this prisoner to escape 
in acloud. If we are in error in our prayers let the 
error be rectified, but let the outgoings of this 
court be plain and perspicacious beyond even the 
reach of criticism.’’ On the question of ‘* reason- 
able doubt,” Mr. Davidge argued that it must not 
be a speculation, a theory, a vague suspicion 
of what might be, but that it must bo a 
solid, well-founded doubt resting on evidence. 
Referring to one of the prayers of the defense, 
as to the medical testimony offered by the prosecu- 
tion, he said that that was a mean aspersion upon 
men as pure and honorable as any men in America, 
Referring to another of the prayers on the 
— of the defense, which intimated that there 

ad been a suppression of evidence on the 
part of the prosecution, he declared that that was 
another mean and cruel aspersion, without the 
slightest foundation in fact. What motive could 
counsel for the prosecution have in suppressing 
anything that would inure to the advantage of the 

risoner? Which one of them would do it? [“Cork- 

ill is the man,” promptly interposed the prisoner. | 
Not one scrap or jot or tittle that could help him in 
his dire extremity has been suppressed or kept 
from the jury. 

The Prisoner—Bailey’s note-book was sup- 
pressed, but I had Mr. Brooks there, as aspecial 
providence, on the 2dof July, and I told him all 
about the inspiration. Corkhill intended to cheat 
me on that point by suggesting that it was three or 
four weeks after the act that I first said anything 
about the inspiration. That shows the iniquity of 
the prosecution. 

Mr. Davidge having closed, Mr. Porter was 
about to begin his argument, when, at the sugges- 
tion of the District Attorney, the court, at 2:50, ad- 
journed.

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THE BROOKLYN BRIDGE. 
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REPORT OF THE CHIEF ENGINEER—MAYOR 
LOW WANTS LIGHT. 

Tho Trustees of the New-York and Brooklyn 
Bridge held their first meeting of the new 
year in the company’s office yesterday afternoon 
in Brooklyn. President Henry C. Murphy was in 
the chair. The other Trustees in attendance were 
Mayor William R. Grace, of New-York; Mayor 
Seth Low, of Brooklyn; Controller Allan Campbell, 
of New-York; Controller Ludwig Semler, of Brook- 
lyn; J. 8. T. Stranahanm, William Marshall, Gen. 
Henry W. Slocum, John T. Agnew, John G. Davis, 
Erastus W. Smith, Thomas C. Clark, Robert B. 
Roosevelt, J. Adriance Bush, Gen. A. C. Barnes, and 
Otto Witte. A statement of the financial condition 
of the bridge on the 3ist day of December, 1881, was 
read by Secretary Quintard, It showed the total cash 
receipts from allsources to have been $18,537,731 34 
and the expenditures $13,377,055 67, The cash on 
hand is $160,675 67, and the liabilities are stated 
to be $100,774 12. President Murphy then read a 
lengthy report from Chief Engineer W. A. Roeb- 


ling, which was called for under a _ resolu- 
tion offered by Mr. Bush at the previous meeting. 
In giving a detailed account of what has been done 
to strengthen the superstructure, he says the aggre- 
gate strength of the wire composing each of the 
four cables has been estimated to be 12,300 tons (of 
2,000 pounds) and the elastic limit two-thirds of 
that amount, namely, §,200tons. From all the tests 
made the average strength of all the wires was not 
placed too high. The method of splicing the 
wires was such that the full strength of the wire 
was maintained at all points. ‘The superstruc- 
ture consists essentially of the floor system and 
stiffening trusses. One of the most serious diffi- 
culties to be contended with in this structure is 
the maintenance of the balance of spans arising 
from the exceptional length of the land 
spans, Mr, Roebling gives the total weight 
of the bridge, including the _ transitory 
load, as 17,780 tons, from anchorage to 
anchorage, 3,460 feet. Mr. Roebling adds: ** It be- 
ing the wish of the board, as showa by the resolu- 
tion annexed to the report of the committee, of 
which Mr. Kinsella was Chairman, on the 6th of 
May, 1878, that the bridge should be adequate to 
the passage of a Pullman car, it became incumbent 
upon me to provide the necessary truss power with 
which to transfer the concentrated loads and to 
check the increased deformation of the cables 
resulting therefrom.” Heexplainsin great detail 
what he has accomplished, and finishes the report 
with the words, ‘*the cables are strong enough to 
pull up the two anchorages."’ Upon motion of Mr, 
toosevelt, the printing of the report was ordered, 

and it is to be discussed at the next meeting. 
Mr. Bush and Mr. Stranahan then became en- 
gaged ina controversy over the conduct of the 
engineer in increasing the weight of the super- 
structure. [t was contended by Mr. Bush that the 
work was done without proper authority and 
under the direction of two or three of the Trustees. 
Mr. Stranahan declared that under a resolution 
which had been adopted by the Board of 
Trustees the engineer had the power to 
act in the matter, and did so. The arguments 
promised to be continued indefinitely until a mo- 
tion to adjourn was made. Then Mayor Low 
arose, and the motion to adjourn was not put. 
The young Mayor of Brooklyn said that in common 
with the people of that city he took a deep inter- 
est in the progress of the bridge toward its com- 
yletion, and now that he was one of the Trustees 
os desired to ask when the bridge would be com- 
pleted. Tothis President Murphy replied, witha 
smile, ‘* We don’t know.”’ Mayor Low said that it 
was @ matter of interest to tne people of both 
cities to know when the bridge could be com- 
pleted, and if the question of money stood in the 
way they should know how much money wasre- 
quired. President Murphy answered that ho be 
Heved that $600,000 was needed. Mr. Bush asked 
whether any application had yet been made to the 
Legislature for the money necessary, and the Pres- 
ident replied that no application had yet been made. 
Mayor Low said that the people ef New-York 
and Brooklyn were entitled to know, before they 
gave any more money, what it would be used for, 
and whether the amount asked for would be suffi- 
cient to pay for the completion of the bridge. It 
was eminently proper, he added, that the Trustees 
should guarantee to do acertain amount of work 
for so much money, and thatthe people should not 
be left in the dark in the matter. President 
Murphy suggested that Mayor Low should put his 
views in the form of a motion, but the Mayor said 
that that course would be unnecessary. A motion 
for the appointment of a committee to estimate 
the amount of money required for the completion 
of the bridge, and to make the application to the 
Legislature for it,. was adopted, and the Trustees 

then adjourned. 
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A STEEL COMPANY'S AFFAIRS. 
Reports received from Pittsburg yeiterday 
stated that the Eastern capitalists who are the 
stockholders of the Siemens-Anderson Steel Com- 
pany, of New-York City, have asked from the Pitts- 
burg banks an extension on $600,000 of their 
notes, payable in one and two years, which 


time has been granted, without security. At 
the New-York office of the company, Nos. 155 
and 157 Broadway, it was stated yesterday 
that it was not in the nature of financial embar- 
rassment; the New-York parties had been nego- 
tiating to take the affairs out of the hands 
of the Pittsburg parties, and had asked the local 
banks to allow the payment of notes amounting to 
between $500,000 and $600,000 to be deferred from 
one to two years, which had been granted, and it 
was expected that the rest of the negotiations 
would be completed in a few days. If the negotia- 
tions fell through the company would continue as 
at present, and it was also stated that there had 
been no suspension of work at the foundries. The 
company was incorporated in February last by 
New-York capitalists, under the laws of this State, 
with a capital of $1,500,000, and purchased the Sie- 
mens patents and the miils of R. J. Anderson, at 
Pittsburg, with stock, &0., amounting in value to 
$1,659,000. Thomas H. Flagler is President, R. J. 
Anderson Vice-President, C. G. Hildreth Secretary, 
and L. M. Lawson Treasurer. 
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AN INCORRIGIBLE OF FENDER. 

On the night of Nov. 10 John Winn, who 
keeps a bakery at No. 555 West Thirty-second- 
street, was awakened by hearing a burglar in his 
room. He pursued the intruder, who, finding him- 
self closely cornered, jumped from the window to 
the yard below. The fail broke both legs, which 
necessitated his removal to the Roosevelt Hospital, 


where he was confined for several weeks. The dis- 
abled burglar gave the name of John Carey, and 
was recugnized by the Police as the same man who, 
under the the name of ‘* Bandy” Carey, had led 
along career of crime. Although only 25 years of 
age, he had spent, nearly nine years in prison, hav- 
ing served two terms in State prison for burglary 
and two inthe penitentiary for felonious assault 
and larceny. When the case was called in the 
General Sessions Court, yesterday, Carey hobbled 
painfully from the prisoner’s box to the bar on 
crutches. His counsel appealed to the clemency 
of the court on the ground of the prisoner's present 
pitiable condition. Recorder Smyth said that the 
prisoner, by his repeated violations of law, had 
shown that he was an incorrigible offender, and 
imposed the full sentence allowed by law—five 
years in State prison at hard labor.

or fairer board than the existing one could 


readily be secured, but it lacks the essential 
element of having its action, in certain 
circumstances, made mandatory and its de- 
cisions legally binding. Under the optional 
system now followed the board simply ceases 
to exist when one or more of the corporations 
which called it into being refuse to submit 
to its jurisdiction. In point of fact, two of 
the members of the board have long ago de- 
clined to draw salaries for doing nothing. 
The establishment and maintenance of fair, 


uniform rates for certain prescribed services 
are urgently needed alike in the interest of 
holders of railroad securities and of pro- 
ducers, shippers, and consumers of goods 
carried by rail. 


The press of the country has, on the 
whole, formed a very just estimate of the 
significance of Tum Timxs’s exposure of the 
methods by which a parcel of tricksters 
secured control of the Manhattan Railroad 
corporation and its peculiar privileges. 
The copious extracts which we have 
given from newspapers in all parts 
of the country show that the real 
point of the case has been thoroughly 
understood by all impartial onlookers, and 
that the honor of the State as well as the 
financial interests of the people will 
be gravely compromised by leaving 
the conspiracy owe have exposed 
without further investigation. All the ex- 
cuses offered for Judge Wrstrsrooxk and 
Attorney-General Warp simply leave them 
in a worse position than before, and if the 
persons who have found more or iess 
conscious toolsin both imagine that they 
have heard the last of whatis justly regarded 
as & very grave judicial scandal, they are 
likely to be disappointed. 


THE REFUNDING DEBATE. 

There is a striking difference—which can 
hardly fail to attract the attention of any 
observer—in the circumstances under which 
the debate on the question of refunding is 
opened this year and those which attended 
a like debate a year ago. Mr. SuermMan 
yesterday called up his bill for a 3 per cent. 
five-year bond in which he proposes to re- 
fund $200,000,000 of the continued bonds, 
and expressed the hope that it would be dis- 
posed of in one way or another before the 
close of the day. This hope was not grati- 
fied, but the debate went on languidly and 
for only a brief time, and then the Senate, 
with great apparent indifference, adjourned. 
Mr. SHERMAN’S very modest proposition, 
which has the indorsement of the Finance 
Committee, was opposed by Mr. McPurr- 
son, Democrat, from New-Jersey, with a 
counter proposition for refunding $400,000, - 
000 in a 8 per cent. bond redeemable in ten 
years and payable in thirty. Mr. Vest, Dem- 
ocrat, of Missouri, on the other hand, wished 
to add to Mr. SHERMAN’s bill an amend- 
ment, in substance the same as the famous 
Carlisle clause of the bill of last year, com- 
pelling the banks to take the new bonds as 
security for theircirculation. Mr. Bayarp, 
with quite as much political astuteness as 
financial prudence, wished to leave things as 
they are, and to make no change in the form 
of the $550,000,000 of continued 34 per cent. 
bonds now payable at the option of the 
Government. 

Of these various positions, that of Mr. 
MePHERSON appears to us the most saga- 
cious and business-like. Mr. SHeRMAX’s 
proposition is, to say the least, experimental. 
He is of the opinion that a 8 per cent. five- 
year bond can be sold at par, but it is not 
easy to see upon what this opinion is 
based. To a certain extent the ‘owners 
of the 84 per cent. debt, in view of the 
chances of payment from the large 
current surplus, might be induced to 
exchange for the new bonds, but it is 
to be remembered that the 8} per cents 
now sell at 101 or 102, and at that price 
realize within a small fraction of the full 
nominal interest. The new bonds would 
bear one-seventh less interest, and would be 
secure for only five years, when they, in 
turn, would be subject to payment at the op- 
tion of the Government. In the absence 
of any compulsory legislation to force 
the banks to take the new bonds, it is cer- 
tainly doubtful if they would be taken. 
The attempt to pass any such compulsory 
legislation would be unfortunate at the 
present moment, because, while it would 
probably fail of its purpose, it would intro- 
duce great uncertainty into the financial 
affairs of the country, and lead to troubles 
from which it would be very difficult to 
escape. Apart from this source of dif- 
ficulty, the risk of failure in the experi- 
ment of floating a8 per cent. bond at par 
at present would hardly be compensated by 
the bare possibility of saving a million a 
year. The proposition of such an experi- 
ment, moreover, with reference to $200,- 
000,000 of the three and a halfs would prac- 
tically be a legislative indorsement of the 
policy of paying some $70,000,000 a year 
from the current taxes, a policy which is 
short-sighted and unnecessarily burdensome. 

If anything is to be done in regard to the 
outstanding continued bonds, a bill to re- 
fund them or the greater part of them in ten- 
thirty 8 per cent. bonds is unquestionably 
the safest, most conservative, most practi- 
cal and business-like measure that can be 
adopted, and that for reasons which Mr. 
McPuerson set forth very clearly in his 
brief remarks in the Senate yesterday. Such 
a bill is calculated to give the least dis- 
turbance to the money market; it is 
reasonably sure of success; it leaves 
the banks im a position.to effectively 
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co-operate with the Government, and it in 
no way interferes with the power of Con- 


gress to relieve the people of the needless 


and oppressive burden of taxation under 
which they are now laboring. This latter 
is the most important consideration in- 
volved. There is no room for intelligent 


doubt as to the duty of Congress to reduce 


taxation, and particularly those forms of 
taxation which are vexatious and retarding 
to our commerce, foreign or domestic. The 
hundred millions a year of surplus, of 


which some of our statesmen seem so proud, 


is really a disgrace to the Government, be- 


cause it is caused by the retention, in time of 
peace, of taxes imposed in time of war, tax- 
es which weigh heavily on trade, manufac- 
tures, transportation, and on all labor, taxes 
which at best were never excusable except 
as the desperate resort of a sorely pressed 
Government. That these burdens have not 
prevented a vigorous renewal of prosperity 
is no reason why they should be continued, 
for if they were removed our prosperity 


would not only be greater, but it would be 


more assured and more permanent. 
The probable change in the banking sys- 
tem which would be produced by an at- 


tempt to refund four-elevenths and to pay 
off the remainder of the five hundred and 
fifty millions of 84 per cent. bonds in 
five years are not so important as the 
effect upon the general prosperity of the 
country, but they are worth considering. 
Could the debt be paid without the mainte- 
nance of grinding taxation, it would be no 
part of the business of the Government to 
keep up a bonded debt as a basis of 
bank circulation. That, as Secretary Fot- 
GER aptly remarked in his very able report, 
would be carrying the paternal theory of 
government much too far. But since sound 
policy requires that the money now taken 
annually to pay the debt at the recent ab- 
normal rate should be left in the hands of 
the people, the maintenance of the present 
banking system in its essentially excellent 
features is an aim well worth keeping in 
view. It would be much easier to destroy 
the system than to replace it, and the states- 
men who rashly risk the former are not 
likely to receive a commission to undertake 
the latter. 

REFORM IN PENNSYLVANIA. 

In no other State of the Union has a 
political ‘‘machine,’’ mainly organized and 
controlled by one man, so thoroughly fas- 
tened itself upon the Republican Party as in 
Pennsylvania. Nowhere else has a party 
‘*boss’’ exhibited a tithe of the power that the 
elder CAMERON exercised for years in that 
great State. Delegates were sent to State Con- 
ventions to ratify his decrees as to the distribu- 
tion of nominations. Men were elected to 
office to further bis designs. He practically 
controlled the Legislature. The Pennsylvania 
delegation went to National Conventions to 
express with a united voice the preference 
of the political master, and he was all-pow- 
erful in the disposal of Federal patronage in 
that State. The mantle of the elder Cam- 
ERON has fallen on his son DoNALp, but it 
has not carried with it the old man’s per- 
sonal popularity or his political astuteness. 
The present ‘‘boss’’ has still the benefit of 
his father’s counsel, but the active work of 
management isin his own hands. Almost 
from the date of the succession in the Cam- 
eron clan its power began to decline, or at 
least to be disputed with more or less of a 
rebellious spirit. ‘* Don’’ got the appoint- 
ment of Secretary of War from Gen. GRANT, 
and he was able to secure his election to the 
United States Senate without much opposi- 
tion, but the control of the party in the 
State has become with him a matter of in- 
creasing difficulty. In the last two National 
Conventions he has been unable to exercise 
complete command over the Pennsylvania 
delegation, notwithstanding the instructions 
of the State Conventions. A yearago, when 
his colleague in the United States Senate was 
to be elected, he encountered a formidable 
opposition in the State Legislature, and, after 
a dead-lock of several weeks’ duration, was 
obliged to give up his first choice. He finally 
succeeded in securing the election of a 
Cameron man, but it severely taxed his skill 
in manipulation. 

The Senatorial contest of last year was 
followed by the independent movement of 
Mr. Wo.Fs, who, as a self-constituted can- 
didate for State Treasurer, secured upward 
of 40,000 votes and came near accomplish- 
ing his object in the defeat of the Republi- 
can Party. Mr. Wourn’s support was by 
no meafis a measure of the anti-Cameron 
feeling in the party. His personal fitness 
either for the office for which he was a candi- 
date or for the position of leader in a politi- 
cal revolt was not striking. His support 
simply indicated the number of men who 
were willing to vote for anybody to over- 
throw the power of the CAMERoNs. There 
were many others anxious for the same re- 
sult who were not ready to defeat their own 
party, at whatever incidental cost, for the 
sake of accomplishing that result at once. 
They were willing to wait and to hope for 
reform within the party. The canvass of 
the present year is more important than that 
of last. A Governor and a Chief-Justice of 
the Supreme Court, with other State officers, 
are to be elected. The campaign promises to 
open early and to be carried on with 
earnestness, and apparently the issue of 
party control over the Republican ranks is to 
be fought out. The regular State Commit- 
tee meets to-morrow to determine on the 
time and place of holding the State Conven- 
tion. There has been considerable talk about 
candidates in advance, but it all turns 
upon Mr. CaMERON’s choice, which, it 
is assumed, will be that of the con- 
vention. Gen. Braver, one of the de- 
feated candidates in last year’s contest for the 
Senatorship, is spoken of for Governor. He 
is a Cameron man only in the sense that itis 
understood that CAMERON is willing to accept 
him in the hope of preventing a too vigor- 
ousindependent movement. It is further in- 
timated that his choice for Supreme Judge 
will be intended to disarm opposition in the 
party. In other words, he will consent to 
the nomination of candidates good in them- 
selves and not conspicuous for subserviency 
to him in the hope of retaining at least his 
nominal control. 

On Thursday the thorough-going Inde- 
pendents, who accept the leadership of Mr. 
WOLFE, are to have a conference in Phila- 
delphia, and it is supposed that they will 
nominate a State ticket. Whether or not 
the candidates are selected at. this confer- 
ence, there seems to be no doubt that thesa 


Independents will at an early stage of the 
canvass put a ticket of their own in the 
field. But this year there is a movement 


for reform within the party the strength 
of which is yet to be determined. 
It is represented by what is known 
as the ‘‘Continental Committee of Eight,’’ 


headed by State Senator Srzwarr, of Frank- 


lin County. Its purpose is to secure a rep- 
resentative convention of the Republicans of 
the State, the delegates to which shall be 
selected in fairly conducted primary mect- 


ings of the party and not virtually 
designated by the Cameron machine, 
To promote this object a committee 
of 250 members has been chosen, to work in 
the different parts of the State, not specifi- 
cally as anti-Cameron men, but in the inter- 
est of afree and unbiased choice of dele- 
gates to the State Convention. If this can 
be secured, it is claimed that the result will 
be a virtual overthrow of the Cameron in- 
fluence and a disenthrallment of the party 


from the machine that has so long con- 
trolled it. 


Mr. Stewart, Chairman of the Conti- 
nental Committee of Eight, was recently 
quoted as declaring that if they succeeded in 
gaining control in the convention they 
should proceed to ‘‘nominate a ticket 
which will represent the Republican Party 
and not a wing of it.’’ If they should find 
themselves in a minority, they would insist 


upon the nomination of a ticket ‘com- 


posed of representative Republicans, 
who will act of their own _ volition 
for the best interests of the party and 
the Commonwealth, and not a ticket of 
many men and one will—and that not their 
own but Cammron’s.”’ Such a ticket they 
would feel bound to accept, and if it was 
nominated, he believed that the Wolfe 
party would be reduced to insignificance. 
If they were defeated in their object, it 
would then be time to ‘‘consider whether 
the opportunity has not arrived for an open 
revolt against the tyranny of an unrepen- 
tant boss.’’ If the movement represented by 
the Committee of Eight does not succeed in 
obtaining control of the convention or does 
not use its power for the overthrow of the 
Cameron machine, it may well be doubted 
whether the ‘‘boss’’ will voluntarily sur- 
render any part of his influence. It is in 
the nature of men of his stamp to yield 
only so far as they have to, or so far as may 
serve to promote or to save their power. 
But whatever may be the result of the regu- 
lar convention, it is evident that the ‘‘ ma- 
chine”’ in Pennsylvania is going to encoun- 
ter a struggle that will either break it up or 
subject it to a severe test of its strength. 
TURKEY READJUSTS HER DEBT. 
The Turks are still the most accomplished 
debt-jugglers in the world. They have re- 
cently ‘‘ readjusted” their obligations in a 
fashion which should command the sincere 
admiration of the impecunious and debt-in- 
cumbered the world over. The net result 
of the operation is that most of the creditors 
of the Ottoman Empire are made 
submit to a reduction of about 50 per 
in the principal sum them,

There is, to be sure, 
nothing very wonderful in this; it is a mere 
matter of slate and pencil. But how the 
Ottoman Debt Commission were able to per- 
suade the representatives of the 
bondholders assent to 
ing down is a part of that impene- 
trable mystery which has always en- 
shrouded the borrowing transactions of the 
Turks. Kind-hearted men not unfrequently 
go on lending money to a worthless fellow 
long after they are convinced that he will 
never be able to repay them, but there is no 
such philanthropic motive in the case of the 
Turkish debt. The bondholders are the 
greedy money-lenders of England, Holland, 
France, Germany, and Austro-Hungary, and 
their only possible inducement to invest in 
Turkish securitics has been the high rates of 
interest—from 5 to 9 per cent.—which they 
nominally bear. Asa matter of fact, how- 
ever, the interest is merely nominal, as no 
part of itis ever paid. Still, the capitalists 
of Europe, until a few years back, have 
always been found willing to prop up the 
rotten old empire with fresh loans, and 
therein lies the mystery.

Since 1879 no new loans have been ne- 
gotiated. At that time the registered debt 
was estimated at £191,618,000. To this 
must be added £40,000,000 for the Russian 
war indemnity, a debt of £12,000,000 se- 
cured on the Egyptian tribute, a floating 
debt of £8,500,000, and a loan of £3,500,000 
based on the revenues of Cyprus and guar- 
anteed by the Governments of France 
and England, making a total of £255,. 
618,000. Since April, 1876, Turkey 
has paid no interest on her debt. 
Her general power to pay interest 
may be inferred, perhaps, from the fact that 
her annual revenues since the close of her 
last war with Russia have been estimated at 
£10,000,000 and her expenditures at £16,- 
000,000. Indeed, her whole existence has 
been one of financial makeshifts. To pro- 
vide for the extravagant wastefulness of the 
foul crowd in the palace and keep the 
civil servants of the empire in a con- 
tented frame of mind—which means 
that they must have plenty of chances 
to steal—the Treasury officers have always 
been ready to make new loans at any rate 
of interest which the Galata bankers chose 
to demand. The Debt Commission which’ 
has lately been sitting in Constantinople 
dealt only with the recognized debt of £191,- 
613,000. This they ‘‘converted,’’ at rates 
ranging from 45 to 93 per cent., into a total, 
including unpaid interest, of £106,703,000. 
The imperial irade confirming this transac- 
tion has been issued. It provides that the 
Turkish Government shall turn over toa 
commission chosen by the bondholders the 
revenues in certain vilayets of the tobacco 
and salt monopolies, the stamp tax, the 
spirit tax, the fishery dues, silk tithes, 
patent receipts, the Bulgarian tribute, 
the Eastern Roumelian tribute, . the 
surplus revenue from the Island of Cyprus, 
and various other sources of income. If 
the Customs tariff is hereafter modified, any 
increase of revenue resulting from the 
change is to go to the bondholders. It is 
expected that the amount of these reve- 
nues will be enough to pay 1 per cent. 
interest on the readjusted debt and leave 
one-fourth of 1 per cent. to be put aside 
as a sinking fund The bondholders will

enjoy the benefit of any increase in the reve- 
nues up to 5 per cent, on the principal of the 


debt, 4 per cent. to be paid as interest and 


1 per cent. to go to the sinking fund, all 
surplus above 5 per cent. to be handed over 
to the Turkish Government. 


For a poor country this is doing well—on 
paper. But it isnot explained in the irade how 


a portion of the taxes of the empire are to be 
made to yield say £1,800,000 to the bond- 
holders annually, when its total revenues 
have not for many years been sufficient for 


the expenses of the Government, Instead 


of an annual deficit of £6,000,000, the 


budget, if honestly made up, should 
show one a third larger hereafter. No 
doubt the Finance Minister will at once 
wait on the Galata bankers with a request 
for a new loan to meet this perplexing situa- 


tion, and if the arrangement just completed 
enables the bankers to work off on the 
investors of France and England the stock 
of unsold bonds of former loans they are 
supposed to have still on hand, no doubt 
they will be willing to make further ad- 
vances on the chance of finding fresh pur- 
chasers for thenew bonds. There is appar- 
ently no limit to the indulgence European 
money-lenders and European diplomats are 
willing to show Turkey. 
THE LOST MONARCH. 

A very painful event has happened in Mu- 

nich. King Lovrs of Bavaria secretly left 


his home and family a fortnight ago, and 
since that time nothing has been heard from 
him. His family—consisting of Herr Waa- 
MER—has made all possible inquiries for 
him, but without success, and the state of 
mind of the veteran composer can better be 
imagined than described. 

The circumstances attending the disap- 
pearance of the King are as follows: On 
the Saturday when he was last seen in the 
palace he had been engaged from 7 in the 
morning until 6 in the evening in listening 
to a new overture composed by WAGNER. 
It is asserted by WAGNER that during the 
entire time he was alone with the King, and 
that the latter listened both to the music and to 
the familiar lecture on the Wagnerian prin- 
ciples of composition which accompanied it 
with great reverence and, as a matter of 
course, with great delight. At 6 o’clock dinner 
was served, and at 7 WAGNER was about to 
resume the recital of his overture, when the 
King, pleading a sudden headache, went to 
bed. The next morning he failed to answer 
when the waiter knocked at his door and 
told him that breakfast would be ready in 
fifteen minutes. The door was then opened, 
and the King was discovered to be missing. 
His bed was undisturbed, showing that he 
had not gone to bed, and a window through 
which he could easily have reached the 
ground was open, Further investigation 
showed that a woolen shirt and pau of 
stockings, 
and a 
known 


a revolver without a hammer, 
small hatchet, all of which were 
to have in his Majesty’s 
possession a few days before his flight, had 
disappeared, and abouta dozen dime novels 
were scattered on the floor, as if he had spent 
part of the night in reading them. The 
Police were instantly notified, and left no 
stone unturned to find the missing monarch. 
Three or four wandering Kings—among 
them the ex-King of Naples—were arrested, 
but on proving their identity were released. 
It is not thought that the King has commit- 
ted suicide, for in that case he would not 
have taken with him an extra shirt anda 
pair of stockings, but his prolonged absence 


been 


has necessarily created the gravest appre- 
hensions. 

While it is doubtless true that Herr Wac- 
NER has meant to treat the King with great 
kindness, it must be conceded that the un- 
fortunate monarch has been compelled to 
undergo an amount of Wagnerian music of 
which no humane man can think without 
pity. The overture to which he listened 
for eleven consecutive hours on the day be- 
fore his flight was only the first installment 
of (an entire new opera which WAGNER 
intended that the King should hear. It is 
quite possible that with his spirits depressed 
by the overture, and the prospect of being 
compelled to listen day after day to 
the opera, King Louis fled from 
Munich in a condition bordering upon insan- 
ity. Yet it must be remembered that he has 
lived with Wacner for many years, and 
has frequently expressed a warm regard for 
the composer and a conviction that his music 
was, onthe whole, delightful, and it is certain- 
ly rather late for him to break down merely 
in consequence of eleven hours of overture. 
Moreover, what does a King who runs away 
to avoid music want of a revolver anda 
hatchet? In view of these facts, the Bava- 
rians are probably right in assuming that it 
was not WaGNBR’s music which drove the 
King to his rash and unhappy flight.

It has also been suggested that the reviews 
of his recent book on ‘‘The Duties of 
Kings’’ may have greatly annoyed the King. 
The press has spoken not unkindly of the 
book, but it has nevertheless pointed out 
that it was not by any means a thorough 
discussion of the subject, and that the King 
of Bavaria was not a competent person to in- 
struct other Kings in their duties. These 
reviews may have made the King wish that 
he had never been born, but they certainly 
cannot be regarded as affording him suffi- 
He could 
not silence the press by disappearing, 
neither could he change the verdict upon his 
book. There may have been persons who 
have been driven to suicide by reading un- 
favorable reviews of their books, but, as has 
already been said, the facts attending the 
disappearance of King Lovurs forbid the idea 
that he has committed suicide. 

The most probable explanation of the 
mystery has not as yet occured to the Bava- 
rian mind. It has been mentioned that the 
King took with him a revolver—though in 
a damaged condition—and a hatchet, and 
that there was found in his room a collec- 
tion of dime novels. To an American, 
familiar with the ennobling influences of a 
free press, these facts have their unmistak- 
able meaning. King Lovis has gone to 
fixht the Indians of the Rocky Mountains. 
He has read with admiration the stories of 
the noble and ungrammatical scouts who 
spend their time in shooting Indians and in 
escaping from overwhelming numbers of In- 
dian enemies. He longs to be a ‘‘ Buffalo 
Bill,” or a ‘‘ Coyote Charley,” or a ‘‘ Pole- 
cat Peter.”” He has taken his damaged pis- 
tol, his hatchet, and his extra flannel shirt 
and started for the Plaina. At this moment 


he is either stealing a ride on a European 
freight train or is stowed away in the coal 


bunker of an Atlantic steamer. It is ear- 


nestly to be hoped that this last terribie ex- 
ample of the evils of dime novel reading will 
not be without its effect upon all parents 


and guardians of children and Kings. 


An instructive statistical estimate of the gross 
results of the present famous railroad war has been 
made by the Commercial and Financial Chronicle 
of this City. Five roads have been engaged in this 
determined warfare of rates, namely: the Central, 
the Erie, the Baltimore and Ohio, the Pennsyl- 
vania, and the Grand Trunk. The total gross 
earnings of these lines amounted in 1880 to $121,- 
000,000, and last year, in spite of all the cutting and 
slashing of rates, the total rose to $126,500,000. 
The net earnings for 1880 were over $50,500,000, and 
about $48,250,000 for last year. All the railroads 
in the United States earned a net amount of $255,- 


193,436, their gross earnings being $615,401,931. 
Thus it is found that the four trunk lines within 
the United States earned in 1880 more than one- 
sixth of the total revenues of all the lines, a fact 
which demonstrates at once their commanding po- 
sition and influence among the railroads of the 
land. The loss of $2,250,000 shown in comparing 
last year’s gross earnings with those of 1880 is not 
regarded as very unfavorable, as the falling off 
is less than 5 per cent., and the operating ex- 
penses were higher than in 1880. Compared with 
the totals for 1879, the increase in favor of 
1881 is $9,128,597. The Central Road, which, ac- 
cording to the estimate in question, is the only one 
which shows a decrease of gross earnings, suffered 
to the extent of 3 percent. loss only. The Penn- 
sylvania is found to have a large increase, while the 
Erie’s total gross earnings are $2,022,497, the latter 
road thus leading all the rest in respect to the per- 
eentage of increase of earnings. The Baltimore 
and Ohio also records an increase, although it 
amounts to less than 1 percent. It has been com- 
mented upon as a noteworthy point that the latter 
road and the Central, which have waged battle 
with each other with the greatest bitterness, ap- 
parently suffer most from the conflict. The figures 
of the Erie earnings, previously referred to. do not 
indicate the loss suffered by the war of rates, as 
its gains in coal traffic neutralized the loss other- 
wise entailed andincurred. And but for this piece 
of good fortune it would have had toreport a con- 
siderable loss in net earnings. The Grand Trunk 
line increased its gross receipts about 7 per cent., 
and its net earnings vary less than 1 per cent. from 
those of 1880, when there existed no warfare to 
upset the scale of rates and call for the diamond- 
cut-diamond policy of sweeping reductions.

Ever since Mr. Henry James, Jr., lanched 
his arrows at the British female the better por- 
tion of the British public has winced. These 
shafts were so delicate, so diamond-tipped, 
that though the hurt they did was small the sting 
of them rankled. [t was no coarse clubbing your 
Englishman got, but the most tittilating switching, 
imparted by a whip which was no thicker than a 
straw, and ivory and gold mounted at that. We are 
to-day having many Rolands for our Olivers, and it 
is only fair that we should exchange compliments. 
The English masculine mind does see at intervals 
the incongruity of a great many things he was born 
to accept as sacred, and he smiles with us. But as 
to the Englishwoman, she does not take to these 
strictures so kindly. She has been /rossé, had her 
plumes rubbed the wrong way. It has been neatly 
done; rot a feather has been plucked from the 
dove, but still the glossy coat has been crumpled. 
If Mr. James had only attacked some mental 
trait he might have been forgiven. But Mr. 
did bother about their dresses, and 
he told them they were dowdies, and wore bad 
colors, and did not have their gowns cut right, and 
for this they never forgave him. Now, here is a 
Lady of Quality who writes for a leading heavy 
magazine her reminiscences of recent travel in 
France and Switzerland, and don’t we catch it in- 
cidentally? “ Vuigarity is very amusing when it 
is In French and German; it is a partofa day’s 
experience; but when it speaks English, one feels 
a sort of unpleasant responsibility forit. Blood ts 
thicker than water, and the vulgarity of one’s own 
family, even far-away members of it, is certainly 
depressing. One is not proud of ‘calling cousins’ 
with the usual traveling specimens of the United 
States.”” Her ladyship then complains of meeting 
a well-dressed lady at a fine old church in the 
twilight, who said ‘“‘ There were no shops, and I 
felt so lonesome that I came back.” She hada 
twang that electrified the Lady of. Quality, and then 
the American woman talked “of gathers and 
flounces.*’ Now, had Lady Versey only been able 
to appreciate the first elements of politico- 
economics she would have explained *“*to the lady 
with the twang” all about the church at St. 
Benigne, and in return her ladyship would 
have been at once posted in regard to 
“gathers and flounces.’”” To complete this 
picture, Lady Verner describes the old 
man inthe party, (evidently from Chicago,) who 
‘*nearly put out his jaw with fearful yawns, ac- 
companied by an inarticulate howl of ennui, louder 
and more hideous than I ever heard.” There is, 
indeed, something quite shocking in an American 
calling the mountain ** Mount Blank,” and asking 
after a ** glazier” as he would for a man who could 
mend a broken window. Then, the America 
women go about in flocks and herds, some- 
times six and seven together, with many enfants ter- 
ribles, which clannishness is to be reprobated. Why 
do not Americans stalk about and glare at one an- 
other like well-bred English people? But Lady 
VERNEY reaches the climax when she tells of ‘‘a 
pretty little United States girl about 6 years old 
who ate straight through the eight courses, be- 
ginning with the hot soup and ending with the cold 
ice, cheese, and fruit.’ Then there were ** three 
little United States boys”? who asked a child—one 
of Lady VERNEY’s party—** where it came from.” 
* The young of no other species are so unpleasant; 
but as there are a great number of agreeable and 
excellent Americans in the world, they must some- 
how shed this, their first exceedingly obnoxious 
husk.”? There cannot be the least doubt that 
Lady Verney is, after all,a most kindly disposed 
person, and we venture a wager that after the 
“ pretty little United States girl about 6 years old” 
had finished her last bit of gruyére and swallowed 
her final grape, her ladyship went to her medicine 
chest and had a bottle of castor-oil quite ready for 
possible emergencies. If only Mr. Jamzs had heen

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It was a shock to people of a romantic tem- 
perament when the paddles were first driven by 
steam power on Loch Katrine, but they got used 
to it, as they doubtless will in a year or two to 
trips to the Lido on asteam launch, repugvant as 
that means of transit may at first appear to those 
who only view Venice through ‘* Childe Harold,” or 
FenrmmorE Cooper's ‘‘Bravo.” Travelers muss 


have remarked that, whereas many cities are seen ” 


to the utmest advantage when approached by the 
post roads, very few look well from the railroad. 
This applies with exceptional force to the venera- 
ble academic city of Oxford. The most unimpres- 
sionable of undergraduates could scarcely have 
failed to have his mind awakened to something 
like enthusiasm as the mail coach reached the sum- 
mit of Headington Hill, and there burst into view 
that wondrous agglomeration of spires and towers 
which Lord BEaconsFIELD so eloquently described 
in one of his earlier novels, and to which 
ARNOLD, STANLEY, and a host of other famous 
Oxonians have rendered their tribute of admiration. 
Nor when the hill was descended and the coach 
rolled over Magdalen Bridge up ‘‘ the stream-like 
windings of that glorious street’? was the scene 
any the less striking. Butnowit is contemplated 
to alter the famous Magdalen Bridge, and horse 
cars are actually running throughout ** tne High.” 
As to these latter. they being an accomplished fact, 
Mr. MattHEw ARNotp, who has entered a Ve- 
hement protest against the innovations, is 
powerless. But he asserts that nobody wanted 
them, and that they.vulgarize the most 
classic of old English thoroughfares: that, 
in fact, they will only be used by the 
““scouts’—i. ¢., college servants—who, as it is, 
grow horribly fat, being highly fed, having about 
six months a year of idleness, and who will now 
haye to add apoplexy to the inconvenience of 
obesity. As regards the projected innovations to 
Magdalen Bridge, be invokes the denunciations of 
all interested in preserving the ancient monuments 
of the country, and it isin itself so handsome, its 
immediate surroundings are so picturesque, and 
such a wealth of memories clings to them, that not 
merely tens of thousands of Englishmen, but thou- 
sands of Americans, will join in the hope that, if 
eny change is made. it may he withateate ag cen-

THEATRE COMIQUE. 
Another of Mr. Edward Harrigan’s wonders, 


ful plays was presented last night at that brigh#. 
and beautiful little house, the Theatre Comique, 
which was crowded with amused people. The ex< 
cellent quality of the audience—at least that part 
of it which oceupied the best seats—was signifix 
cant. The play was “ Squatter Sovereignty,”* 
and was found to be a particularly lively 
and humorous treatment of Irish character, with 
the usual basis ef broad farce and unpretentioug 
fun. It was in three acts, and each act contained 
a single scene; it had, therefore, the ap 
proved form of contemporary plays, aud 
thus marked a step forward for Mr. Eds 
ward Harrigan, whose early “Mulligan” 
pieces were merely brief, disjointed sceres. 
The kind of matter which Mr. Harrigan likes ta 
adapt to his stage gains some decided advantage 
from simple and compact form, and he will hardly 
overlook this advantage in the future. Some very 
good scenery had been prepared for “Squatter 
Sovereignty,” and this was reviewed with satisfac« 
tion by the audience; an uncommonly fine interior 
scene—tasteful, in spite of its elaborate coloring— 
gained forthe artist cordial applause. The waits 
between the acts were tediously long, and thes¢ 
marred to some extent the crisp, rattling effect of 
the play; but the scenery for the second act wag 
not easily placed and removed. There were few, 
other drawbacks to the performance, which wag 
reeeived with the familiarlaughter and enthusiasm,! 
and which augured well forthe prosperity of the 
theatre. 

Ths characteristics of “ Squatter Sovereignty* 
are the same characteristics which have given § 
marked and unconventional merit to all of thd 
writer’s plays. The piece deais frankly and boister- 
ously with rough elements of what is called—out« 
side of the small lines of fashion—society. 
It is a rude farce, full of light and con 
trast. Its farcical material is amusing enough,! 
and, in this case, is cleverly dove-tailed 
ina laughable intrigue; but this is hardly its real 
merit. It is in the presentment of some odd and 
salient types of Irish character that the pungen 
humor of itis found. The story of the play relateg 
the bloody results of a compact between a Mrs. 
Maguire and a Mr. McIntyre, each of whom is 
warmly supported by a small following of irascible 
relatives. These two personages represent twa 
types of the vehement Milesian nature, as this ig¢ 
found on our own streets. They are life-like, and, 
barring the exaggerations of farce, remarkably — 
truthful. They fail to harmonize, of course, and, 
as the play ends, they are seemingly bent, 
with the fine Milesian instinct, upon pulk 
ing the theatre down. At any rate, they dex 
molish each other and the shanty-home of the 
widow Nolan, who happens to be a Maguire. Mr. 
Harrigan has found a good starting-point for 
his play, and he has shown clear theatrical 
skill in the exposition of his story and in hig 
manner of leading up to a climax. It is not 
hard to understand why the public should enjoy 
the free fun of a play like this which shows un 
doubtedly a sharp dramatic eye and—as the French 
phrase it—‘‘ du tempérament.” It should be added 
that Mr. David Braham has supplied for the new 
piece some of his most spirited melodies. 

Mr. Harrigan acted with humorous earnestnesg 
the part of Felix McIntyre, and Mr. Hart was a 
brawny and natural Widow Nolan. There were ig 
all the acting a certain truthful color anda vim 
which were unmistakable.

GERMANIA THEATER. 

Mr. Adolph Neuendorff, director of the Gere 
mania Theater, who began his 
round of performances by one of the best 
of German actors, and thereby won tha 
admiration of the  theatre-loving Germang 
of New-York, is latterly devoting his energy 
to the production of his own musical works. “Der 
Rattenfanger von Hamelin” was brought out a few 
weeks ago; last night he gave a new comia 
opera, ‘“‘Don Quixote,” the libretto by H,. 
Italiener, the music by himself. A gens 
erous inclination may restrain one from saying 
anything harsh against Mr. Neuendorff’s musio, 
but it is hardly worth while to conceal the fact 
that his company is not at all equipped to present 
even light opera. It contains a few mediocre 
singers, but not a sufficient number to make 
an endurable ensemble, and the  chorug 
is wretched. He has good low comedians, hows 
ever, and would unquestionably deserve better 
at the hands of the public if hé gave them worl 
within their legitimate province. Mr. Neuendorfi's 
operas, his ‘* Rat-charmer”’ as well as his “ Don Quix. 
ote,’* moreover, are not interesting enough, either 
as plays or as music, to carry a poor performance, 
They lack many of the essentials of comic opera, 
The music has @ monotonous physiognomy, and 
all the efferts at humorous delineation in it 
are poor in quality. There is no contin- 
uity of thought, no development. Each 
number says its say and is done, and one waits 
forsomething else and is disappointed to find it 
quite as uninteresting asthe last. A Spanish theme 
suggests bright colors and dainty orchestration at 
once as well as piaquant rhythms and grace 
ful melodies, but of their national characteristics 
there was notatrace. The book is quite as un- 
worthy its amiable subject asthe music. Howto 
combine action with musie is a point in the art of 
libretto-making that M. Italiener seems ignorant 
of. Wecannot welcome “ Don Quixote” as a val- 
uable addition to opera literature. The perform: 
ance last night was witnessed by a large audience, 
and the occasion was made to do benevolent ser- 
vice, for it was in aid of the German Hospital and 
Dispensary. 
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HAVERLY’S NIBLO’S THEATRE. 

Haverly’s Niblo’s Theatre was packed to 
overflowing last evening, the lobbies beinz filled 
with men who were unable to secure seats. The 
monster audience had assembled to greet what the 
programme calls ‘** Barry and Fay’s Own Comedy 
Company,” on their first appearance im this City, 
The company provec tobe an exeellent variety 
troupe, which furnished three hours of continuots 
amusement, and kept the audience in peals of 
laughter from the rising of the curtain 
until its final fall. The troupe elu 
braces some specialty artists of exceptional 
merit, notably Billy Barry, who appears in Ethiop- 
ian eccentricities in the olio; the St. Felix sisters, 
pleasant singers and graceful dancers: Fields and 
Hanson, the musical comedi who give per 
formances on musical instruments of all kinds; the 
Villion troupe of bicycie riders, three in number, 
and the Cornella brothers, who perform some really 
wonderful acrobatic feats. The performance 
concludes with a two-act sketch entitled 
““Muildoon’s Picnic,” which convulses the 
audience from beginning te end. There 
is no plot to this piece, the interest 
clustering entirely around the ridiculous situa- 
tions in which two drunken Irishmen find them- 
seives as the consequence of their devotion to the 
flowing bowl. Hugh Fay and Billy Barry. as 
Michael Muldoon and Michael Mulcahy, are simply 
irresistible, and if nothing can be said for the 
literary merits of ‘“*‘ Muldoon’s Picnic” it at least 
fulfills the purpose for which it was designed—the 
production of unlimited mirth. The Barry and 
Fay combination will remain at Niblo’s until 
further notice, and, judging from its reception last 
night, will fill the house for some time to come. 


THE CASINO. 

Hague’s troupe of British Operatic Minstre!s 
entcred last evening upon the second week of 
their sojourn in the City, and drew a large audi- 
ence to the Metropolitan Casino, which is ad- 
mirably adapted to their entertainment. Thecom- 
pany numbers 26 members, who are seen in pleas- 
ing series of songs and characterizatious. The 
best features of the first week's programme are 
retained, and afford abundant material for amuse- 
ment. The entertainment as a whole is an im- 
provement upon most of its kind in this country 
in that everything that has the taint of vulgarity 
has been eliminated. There are, farther, no aged 
jokes or coarse by-play between the songs in the 
first part, and the fun, of which there is no lack, is 
of a pure and refined kind. The first part of the 
programme is devoted exclusively to songs, in 
which three tenors, a soprano, and two baritones 
are heard to advantage. After the comic songs, 
of which there are also several, which are weil 
rendered, the singers conciude with dancing. In

PROSPECTS FOR THE ORGANIZATION OF THE 
HOUSE TO-DAY. 

TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 9.—This city throngs 
‘with politicians this evening, gathered to assist in 
the organization of the House to-morrow. In the 
eatly hours of the afternoon Schomp, of Somerset, 
tad a strong following for the Speakership, 
but at this writing his stock had de- 
clined to a point very close to zero. 
Now tho race is plainly between Dunn, 
pf Elizabeth, an Fiedler, of Newark. 
\er’s claim to distinction is based only on the fact 
that a combination of portentous circumstances 
enabled him to carry a doubtful district in Essex 
ind give the Democrats the control of the Assem- 
div. If he had gone into the race on his merits 
sione his name would scarcely have been men- 
tioned. Asthe matter stands now the delegation 
from his own county is very much more anxious to 
elect Brown Sergeant-at-Arms than to elect 
Fiedler Speaker. It is even declared that on 
the morning after his election to fill the 
vacancy created by Breummer'’s death he pledged 
himself in so many words to the Elizabeth candi- 
date, and Dunn is using this pledge with marked 
effect against him to-night. Dunn’s canvass has 
been a hopeful one throughout, but it looks 
more promising at this midnight hour than 
it has looked during the day. Its success 
was conceded to turn, in a large measure, on the 
action of tne Hudson delegates. and they have 
just now unanimously decided to cast their six 
votes as anunit for Dunn. Ths chances are very 
much in _ his favor. The one cireum- 
stance that has indicated a possible weakness 
on his part has been his persistent effort and his 
repeated failures to force the party caucus this 
evening. Fiedler’s only hope of defeating him 
1s in delay, and it may prove to be a significant 
fact that the caucus is not to be held _ until 
the morning. It is said that 29 of 
the 31 Democrats met in the parlors of the Ameri- 
ran House this evening, but did nothing, because 
It was desired to have the whole 31 present. The 
absentees, both Hudson men, have since given in 
their adhesion to Dunn. 

The Republicans will be one short at the organ- 
ization to-morrow. Cator, the Anti-Monopolist 
from Hudson County, is so very low at his house 
that he certainly will not be able to be present to- 
morrow, and may not be able to be in attendance 
at all during tne session. The Clerkship fight 
seems to have simmered down to Wilson, 
of Monmouth; Demarest, of Bergen, and 
Perry, of Hunterdon. Fitzgerald, of Merver, 
nad a large following at the opening of the strug- 
gle, but it seems to have fallen off, and the indica- 
tions rather point to Wilson now. The Ludson 
delegates will claim in the caucus to-morrow the 
ivilege of naming the Sergeant-at-Arms; it may 
e accorded them, but it is said that they are hope- 
lessly divided between Donovan and McDonald. 
Brown, of Essex, may be rewarded with the place 
oy Dunn’s friends for having, by his candidacy, 
prevented the Essex men from warmly espousing 
the cause of Fiedler. The Senate will be easily or- 
ranized by the re-election of Garret A. Hobart as 

esident, George Wurtz, of Paterson, as Seere- 
tary, and William T. Hunt, of Newark, as Assistant 
Secretary. The Engrossing Clerkship and the posi- 
tion of Sergeant-at-Arms are yet in doubt.

OSCAR WILDE'S LECTURE 


A LARGE AUDIENCE LISTENS TO 
THE YOUNG ESTHETE. 
TALKING IN A SEPULCHRAL VOICE TO 

* WONDERING MEN AND WOMEN-——AN OP- 
PORTUNITY TO LAUGH THAT WAS 
READILY SEIZED—MR, WILDE’S VIEWS 

ON POETRY AND CRITICISM. 

Oscar Wilde, the young English v_ ifier and 
esthete, lectured last evening before an audience 
that filled every seat in Chickering Hall. Before 8 
o'clock a placard setting forth that there was 
** standing room only” within was displayed at tho 
entrance. <A large portion of those who attended 
came in coaches, and there were many representa- 
tives of families conspicuous in the fash- 
ionable world. Several clergymen of the Prot- 
estant faith and a Catholic priest were among 
those who had choice seatsin the parquet. Young 
men dressed as though for an opera night ranged 
themselves behind the rear row of seats and along 
the side aisles. Ladies attired in rich costumes 
were numerous, and were prepared to level their 
opera-glasses at the lecturer upon his appearance. 
A disposition was manifested upon the part of 
some of the audience to single out those among 
them who might be attacked with estheticism, 
and young men and women who sat together and 
who glanced lovingly at each other soon found 
that they were the objects of interest to many who 
came to be amused. 

Shortly after8 o’clock the gas was turned on full,

Morse, the representative of D’Oyly Carte, Mr. 
Wilde’s manager, stepped out. A burst of ap- 
plause greeted them. Then there was a tittering 
that created a blush upon the large face of the lec- 
turer who was to make his début before the pub- 


lic. It was, in fact, his first appearance upon any 
Stage, but his apparent discomfiture was momen- 
tary. Two chairs had been placed a few feet from 
the lecturer’s stand, Mr. Wilde and Col. Morse at 
once occupied them, and began to survey the au- 
dience. The batteries of opera-glasses were turned 
upon them. Some one chuckled. ‘This was fol- 
lowed by quiet laughter from the _ rear 
of the hall. Then the tittering and 
chuckling increased, and must soon have 
grown to the full strength of a general 
laugh had not Col, Morse arisen from his seat and 
stepped to the edge of the platform. There was 
an instart hush, and the dropping of a pin might 
have been heard. “I have the honor,” said the 
Colonel in a clear voice that was heard all over the 
hall, “to introduce to you Oscar Wilde, the Eng- 
lish poet, who will deliver his lecture upon the 
‘English Renaissance.’”? The Colonel then bowed 
himself throughthe side door, leaving Mr. Wilde 
still calmly seated in his chair and gaz 
ing at the audience. The poet recognized 
a lady in the parquet, and nodded. ‘Then 
he arose, and advanced to the © small 
stand. His long and bushy hair crowded in frout 
of his ears and nearly to his eves, but it was 
brushed well off his forehead. He wore a low- 
necked shirt with a turned-down collar and large 
white necktie, a black claw-hammer coat and 
white vest, Knee-breeches, long black stockings, 
and low shoes with bows. A heavy gold seal hung 
to a watch-guard from a fob-pocket. The poet had 
no flower inthe lapel of his coat. In his picturesque 
attire he was a study that scemed greatly to Inter- 
est the audience. He wore white kid gloves, and 
when he placed his hands upon the stand in front 
of him, rested one of his feet on the base of the 
stand, and raised his eyes as though bound to get 
a good view of the lofty ceiling of the hall, the 
audience looked in wonder upon him. He 
began to speak in a voice that might have 
come from the tomb. It grew monotonous, 
and was fast becoming painful, when, 
to the evident surprise of everybody, he 
smiled as he uttered something in reference to the 
various definitions of mstheticism. The audience 
was at once relieved from the sepulvhral atmos- 
phere and broke into a hearty laugh which did 
everybody good. The lecturer was undoubtedly 
highly gratified, and for fully a moment displayed 
his white teeth as he good-naturedly smiled 
After this he found good Sailing, and many things 
he said were applauded. rences to his “old 
friend, Arthur Sullivan,” to ‘ Patience,”’ and to 
sunflowers and lilies were heartily enjoyed, and 
the lecturer laughed with his audience. 

The poet, in the course of lecture, 
‘Among the many debts which we owe tothe 
supreme esthetic faculty of Goethe is that he w: 
the first to teach us to define beauty in terms the 
most concrete possible; to realize it, 1 mean, al- 
ways in its special manifestations. So,in the lec- 
ture which I have the honor to deliver before you, 
T will not try to give you any abstract definition of 
beauty, any such universal formula for it as 
was sought by the philosophy of the eight- 
eenth century—stil! less to communicate to 
you that which in its essence is incom- 
municable, the virtue by which a particular 
picture or poem affects us with a uniqne and spe 
cial joy—but rather to point out to you the general 
ideas which characterized the great English Renais- 
sance of artin this century. This Renaissance has 
been described asamere revival of Greek modes 
of thought, and again as a mere revival of me- 
diwval feeling. It is really from union of Hel- 
lenism in its breadth, its sanity of purpose, its calm 
possession of beauty, with the intensified individ- 
ualism, the passionate calm of the romantic 
spirit, that springs the art of the nineteenth 
century in tnezland, as from the marriage 
of Faust and Heieca of Troy sprang the beautiful 
boy Euphorion. I trace the ‘first tendencies of the 
modern Renaissance to the French Revolution.and 
the desire for perfection which lay at the base of 
that Revolution found in a young poet its 
most complete and fiawless rea} Phidias 
and the achievements of Gree are fore 
shadowed in Homer, Dante p y us the 
fancies and color and intensity of Italian painting; 
the modern love of landscape dates from Kousseau, 
and it is in Keats that we discern the beginning of 
the artistic renaissance of England. Byron was a 
rebel and Shelley a dreamer: but in the calmness 
and clearness of his vision, his self-control, his un- 
erring sense of beauty, and

his recognition of a 


separate realm for the imagination, Keats was the } 


pure and serene artist, the forerunner of the pre- 
Raphaelite school, and so of the great romantic 
movement of which I am to speak. If you ask nine- 
tenths of the British public about the pre-Raphael- 
ites, you wili hear something about an eccentric lot 
of yourg men to whom belong a sort of divine 
crookedness and holy awkwarkness in drawing all 
the chief objects of art. To know nothing about 
these great men is one of the necessary elements 
of English education. The pre-Raphaelites were a 
number of young poets and painters who banded 
together in London about 30 vears since to revolu- 
tionize English poetry and painting. They had 
three things which the English public never for- 
give—youth, power, and enthusiasm.” 

At this point the lecture was loudly applauded. 

ir. Wilde continued: “Satire paid them the 
homage which mediocrity pays to genius. Their 
detractors blinded the public, but simply confirmed 
the artists in their convictions. To disagree with 
three-fourths of all Engiand on all points is one of 
the first elements of sanity. 

* Pre-Raphaelism was above all things a return 
to nature—to draw and paint nothing but what was 
seen. With the joining of William Morris and 
Edward Burne Jones to the orlginal band came 
changes. The latter brought to painting a more 
exquisite choice, a more faultless devotion to 
beauty, a more intense seeking after perfection. 
He felt that the close imitation of nature was a dis- 
turbing element in imaginative art. To Morris we 
owe poetry, whose periect precision and clearness 
of word and vision has not been exeelled in 
the literature of our country. This revolution was 
not only one of ideas, but of creations, The 
poetry of Morris, Swinburne, and Rossetti shows a 
style flawless and faultless, a sustaining conscious- 
ness of the musical value of each word, a distinct 
advance in technique which is the charac- 
teristic of all great eras. While, then, the 
material for workmanship is being elaborat- 
ed, what people call the poet’s inspir.tion 
has not escaped the controlling influence of 
the artistic spirit; not that the imagination 
has lost its wings, but we have accustomed our- 
selves to count their innumerable pulsations, to es- 
timate their limitiess strength, to govern their un- 
governable freedom. In choosing his subject the 
artist is the spectator of all time. Pastand present 
are alike real to him. For him no form is obsolete. 
no subject out of date. But all things are not 
fit subjects for poetry. Into the sacred house of 
beauty the true artist will admit nothing which is 
harsh or disturbing—nothing about which men 
argue. If he writes on these subjects, he does so, 
as Milton expresses it, with his left hand. What- 
ever spiritual message an artist brings to his are 
is matter for his own soul It is_ for 
us to do naught but accept his teaching, 
But our restless modern inteliectual spirit is not 
reeeptive enough. Only a few have learned the 
secret of those high hours when thought is not. 
The secret of the influence of Japanese art here in 
the West is that it has kept true to its primary 
and poetical conditions, and has not had 
laid en it the burden of its own intellectual 
doubts, the spiritual tragedy of its own sor- 
rows. In its primary aspect, a _ painting 
has no more spiritual message than an exquisite 
fragment of Venetian giass. It isacertain inven- 
tive and creative handling of line and color which 
touches the soul—something entirely independent 
of anything poetical in the subject—something sat- 
isfying in itself. And in poetry the pleasure eomes 
from what Keats calls the sensual life of verse, an 
inventive handling of rhythmical language. 

“And criticsism—what place is that to have in 
our culture? I think the first duty of an art critic 
is to hold his tongue at all times and upon all sub- 
jects. The true critie addresses the public, not the 
artist ever, the public only, It is the critic’s place to 
teach the public to find in the calm of art the high- 
est expression of their own most stormy passions- 
*I have no reverence,’ said Keats, ‘forthe pub- 
lic or anything in existence but the Eternal Being. 
the memgry of great men, and the principle of 
beauty.’ Such, then, is the spirit which | believe 
to be guiding and underlying arn English Renais- 
sance. But it is incomplete. There can be no 
great sculpture without a beautiful national life, 
and.no drama witheut a noble national life. The 
commercial spirit of England has killed both beauty 
and nobility. The drama is the meeting-place of 
art and life; itis the preduct of a period of great 
united energy. It is impossible without a noble 
public. Shelley felt how incomplete tae move- 
ment was in this direction, and has shown 
in one great tragedy by what terror 
and pity he would = have _ purified our 
age. rie has had no worthy imitators. 
It is rather to you that we turn to perfect what we 
haye begun. There is something Hellenic in your 
air and world. You are young: no hungry genera- 


tions tread yon down. and the past does not mock 
you with the ruins of a beauty the secret of whose 
creation you have lost. It is not an increased 
moral sense which your literature needs. Indeed. 
we should never taik of a moral or an immoral 
poem. Peems are either well written or badly 
written; that is all. All good work aims at a 
purely urtistic effect.” 

Mr. Wilde said, with one of his peculiar smiles, 
as though letting the audience iato his confidence, 
that as they hadall heard the opera of ‘* Patience,” 
which had been given so many nights. they might 
listen to him for one night only. This convulse? 
his hearers. When he spoke of sunflowers and 
lilies there was another burst of laughter, but 
when he solemily spoke of them as fiowers that 
the real artist might paint with rapture the audi- 
ence became grim and rigid again. At the finish 
of the lecture the poet was vigorously applauded, 
and when he retired from the stage he blushed 
like a school-girl.

THE WAVEMEYER FIRE. 


THE LOSSES AND INSURANCE—A PARTIAL 
LIST OF TIIK POLICIES. 

The thousands of people who, yesterday 
morning, visited the scene of the Havemeyer Sugar 
Refinery fire, on First-street, Brooklyn, Eastern 
District, which took place Sunday evening, found 
quite a number of firemen still at work wetting 
down the ruins. The large building was a total 
wreck, such portions of the walls as were standing 
being in apparent danger of falling at any moment. 
The fallen iron bridge, which had connected the 
two buildings on First-street, and the vast quantity 
of bricks and timber that had tumbled into the 
strect formed an impassable blockade for the time 
being. Mr. Theodore A. Havemeyer said yester- 
day that the loss would not exceed $1,500,000, and 
that he was insured in all of the insurance compa- 
nies in the country that take risks on sugar refiner- 
fes, and that he bad also placed $300,000 of insu- 
rance in Europe.

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MINNIE CUMMINGS AGAIN IN TROUBLE, 
New-Haven, Jan. 9.—The establishment in 
New-Haven by John N. Near of a theatrical stock 
company, with Minnie Cummings as leading actress 
and associate manager, has thus far been a 
failure. The opera-house was opened Jan. 2, Miss 
Cummings appearing as Juliet. The house was 
crowded, and out of kindness to Mr. Near and the 


actress, who evidently did her best to please, there 
were no marked expressions of disgust and disap- 
ointment.

A PROMINENT PROTESTANT EPIS.- 
COPAL CLERGYMAN DHAD. 

THE REV. DR, JOHN COTTON SMITH, OF THIS 

CITY—HIS ILLUSTRIOUS CAREER AND 

HIS SERVICES TO THE CHURCH—HIS PUB- 
LISHED WRITINGS. 

Tho Rev. John Cotton Smith, for 22 years 

Rector of the Church of the Ascension, in which 


office he succeeded the Right Rev. Dr. Bedell, 
Bishop of Ohio, on the elevation of the latter to 


the episcopate, died yesterday morning at his resi- 


dence, in West Tenth-street, corner of Fifth- 
avenue, at the age of 56 years. Dr. Smith had 
been the victim of a slowly developing disease of 
the heart for the last 20 years, and his death was, 
therefore, not unexpected to his friends. Indeed, 
nearly his last public address was a paper delivered 
before an ecclesiastical gathering in Providence, 
R. I., last Fall, on the revision of the Bible, favor- 
ing the expediency of such a measure, but criticis- 
ing the new text recently submitted with consider- 
able severity. He had occupied his pulpit very 
seldom this Winter, and gradually, but steadily, 
declined in health as the weeks went by. 

John Cotton Smith was born in Andover, Mass., 
on the 4th of August, 1£26, and was a descendant 
of the Rey. John Cotton, a minister well known in 
the early history of Boston. The famous Cotton 
Mather was also a collateral ancestor of the de- 
ceased. Dr. Smith’s maternal grandfather was 
the celebrated Prof. Leonard Woods, of An- 
dover. He was educated at Bowdoin Col- 


lege, in Class of °47, and took his theological 
In 1849 


course at Kenyon College, Gambier, Ohio. 
he was ordained Deacon by Sishop Mellvaine, of 


Ohio, and afterward, in 1850, he was elevated to the 
priestly office by Bishop Burgess, of Maine. His 
first charge was St. John’s Church, in Bangor, 
which he afterward left to assume the assistant 
Rectorship of ‘Trinity Church, Boston, on the 
Greene foundation. From thence, after eight 
years’ service, he accepted the call to his late charge, 
where he has ever since officiated. Dr. Smith wasa 
man of great literary acquirements, and of broad 
and liberal ideas in religion, without, however, 
overstepping the pale of the orthodoxy of the 
creed to which he belonged. He held to the con- 
ception of the original Catholic Church, of which 
he deemed the present Protestant Episcopal form 
of worship to be the historic continuation. He 
was sincerely of the belief that the Episcopal 
Church represented a form of worship which had 
been handed down from the Apostles, sustaining, 
unallied to Romanism, “the faith once deliv- 
ered to the saints.”” He was the author of a 
number of works upon theological and sociat 
subjects, among which are “The Charity of Truth,” 
“The Liturgy as a Basis of Union,’’ * The Church’s 
Law of Development,” “The Oxford Essays and 
Reviews,”’ “* The Homeric Age,” ** The Principle of 
Patriotism,” and“ The United States a Nation.” 
One of his later works was a controversial essay 
entitled “Evolution and a Personal Creator,” 
which sought to reconcile orthodox teachings and 
the dogma of a personal God with the discoveries 
of modern science. He was also the editor of 
Church and State, an Episcopal journal of high 
standing. His published works have all been col- 
lected in two volumes. 

Dr. Smith was remarkable not only for his pulpit 
eloquence, but as an after-dinner speaker, and 
some of his addresses at the annual cinners of 
the Bowdoin College Alumni Association, of which 
he was formerly President, were among the happi- 
est of such efforts. He was a prominent member 
of the University Club, and of other social and re- 
ligious associations of the day. ‘The Ascension 
Church Mission was one of his noblest charitable 
conceptions to elevate tha tenement-house popula- 
tion, and bas been very successful. His death 
leaves a vacant place inthe Episcopal pulpit that 
will not easily be filled. 

The funeral! services will be held to-morrow after- 
noon at3 o’clock at the Church of the Ascension. 
The Right Rev. Horatio Potter, D. D., Bishop of 
the Diovese of New-York, wil! conduct the services. 
He will be assisted by his son, the Rev. Dr. Henry 
C. Potter, of Grace Church. The pall-bearers will 
be the following distinguished divines: The Right 
Rey. Bishop Stevens, of Pennsylvania; the Rev. 
Morgan Dix, D. D., of Trinity Church; the Rev. Dr, 
Morgan, ot St. Thomas’s Church: the Rev. Dr. Tif- 
any, of Zion Church; the Rev. Arthur Brooks, of 
the Church of the Incarnation; the Rey. William 
Neilson McVickar, of Philadelphia; the Rev. Ros- 
well D. Hitchcock, D. D., and the Rev. Philip 
Schaff, D. D., of the Union Theological Seminary. 
The remains will be taken to Ipswich, Mass., for

SAMUEL W. PIERCEY. 

The dramatic profession lost one of its most 
ung members in Mr. Samuel W. Piercey, 
who died of small-pox yesterday morning in Bos- 
Iie had been filling an engagementin that 
city with Edwip Booth, and played second parts 
to that actor. Atthe time of his first declaration 
of indisposition it was supposed that Mr. Piercey 
was suffering from atrivial malady, but his illness 
soon manifested itself in itstrue form. He was 
staying at the house of some friends when first 
attacked, but was subsequently removed to a Bos- 
ton hospital, where Mr. Booth saw personally that 
every attention was given him. On Friday even- 
ing last Mr. Tillotson, of the Park Theatre, re- 
ceived a telegram from Boston saying that Mr. 
Piercey was doing well, but this morning an over- 
due dispatch, saying he was better, reached his 
friends in tnis City at the same time with that an- 
nouncing his death. Mr. Piercey was bornin San 
Franciseo, and at the time of his death was about 
32 years of age. In early youth he devoted 
himself to the study of the law, in which 
it was said he gave promise of beeoming 
eminent. He was at the same time a prominent 
member of several amateur dramatic societies. 
During this time he delivered an oration and read 
the Declaration of Independence at a Fourth of 
July celebration so well that a member of the dra- 
matic profession who heard him assured him that 
he had an assured future on the ** boards.”” Under 
his auspices Piercey afterward made his début in 
* Hamlet,’ in a Sacramento theatre, playing in the 
title réle: the result was so successful that he de- 
termined to devote his life to the drama. His man- 
ager and friend on this occasion was ** Tom" Ma- 
guire, one who was among the first toclaimtor him 
recognition. Thisdébut was madeabout the year 
1873 or 1874. It is said that Piercey played be- 
fore Eastern audiences soon after this, but did 
not make a success, and went West again. His 
second appearance inthis section of the country 
was made in leading characters and as a favorite. 
He was universally esteemed by the members of 
the profession, and had many warm friends and 
believers in his genius. Some time ago he es- 
sayed a tour in England, “where he brought out 
Bartley Campbell's ‘* Virginians,”’ in London, In 
the Spring of 1879 Piercey participated in the first 
production of the ** Passion Play’ in San Francisco, 
acting the part of King§Herod. In 1880 he brought 
out the play ** The Legion of Honor” at the Park 
Yheatre, in this City, making a success of his ven- 
ture and playing for 48 consecutive nights. Dur- 
ing the latter part of his life Mr. Piercey devoted 
himself almost entirely to parts in classieal plays. 
For a long period he had been a loved and intimate 
friend of Edwin Booth, for whom he played second 
leading parts, appearing with him as Othello and 
Iayo; De Mauprat, in Bulwer’s “.Richelieu;’’? Laer- 
tes to Booth’s Hamlet, as well as in ‘* King 
Lear,” “Julius Cesar,” and the other standard 
plays. He married Miss Julia Dunphy, the 
daughter of Mr. James Dunphy, a_ California 
miilionaire. She died in 1581, and _ her loss 
was said to have affected him seriously. He 
leaves a little girl, who is with her grandparents 
in San Francisco; his mother and a brother sur- 
vive him, both residing in that city. It is 
expected that appropriate action on his death 
will be taken by the dramatic profession here 
at an early day. Owing to the nature of his disease, 
however, it is unlikely that the funeral will be pub- 
lic, the expression of regret confining itself to a 
memorial meeting of the guild. A leading member 
of the profession said yesterday to a TIMEs re- 
porter: *‘I can hardly believe it. Sam Piercey 
dead. We can't afford it: we can't afford it. The 
stage has few men like him to lose. He was very 
promising, very bright: he would have done great 
things; everybody likea him; he was ambi- 
tious like all actors, and he had_ genius to 
justify his ambition; he could notghave failed to be- 
come one of the leading actors, if not the leading 
actor, for the generation which will be grown u 
when my playing is all done with. He was a bril- 
liant man, a remarkable man, and every one in the 
business will mourn for him. The loss of his wife 
almost killed him. She was very beautiful and 
fond of him, and he adored her. Of course, there 
will be a meeting of the actors. I don’t know what 
day; some time will be set apart for it, you may be 
sure.’ 

An associated press dispatch from Boston last 
evening stated that a committee from Boston 
Lodge, Order of Elks, in conjunction with Messrs. 
Byam and Tyler, of the Park Theatre, representing 
New-York Lodge, took charge of the remains im- 
mediately after Mr. Piercey’s death. The remains 
were placed in a handsome casket, and yesterday 
afternoon were interred in the ‘* Elks’ Rest,’ Cedar 
Grove Cemetery. Underthe State laws applying 
tosuch cases a public funeral or religious services 
over the body are prohibited, and it cannot be re- 
moved from its present resting-place for one year. 
On Sunday next a memorial service under the di- 
rection of the Elks will be held in the lodge-room. 
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WILLIAM SEYMOUR, JR. 

William Seymour, Jr., who, during the 
greater part of the last half-century, was one of 
the most prominent and influential men in Wall- 
street, died yesterday at 3 o’clock P. M. For more 
than two years Mr. Seymour suffered from Bright's 
disease of the kidneys. A month ago the trouble 
assumed a complicated form and he was con- 
fined to his bed, and during the last fort- 


night his physicians had little hope of 
his recovery. Mr. Seymour was born in AIl- 
bany in 1818. Early in 1837 he came to New- 
York, and was connected with the old Pheonix 
Bank, where he remained util after the attain- 
ment of his majority. His first venture in business 
upon his own account was made soon thereafier,

when he entered into partnership with DeWitt 
C. Hays, now President of the Union Bank, 
They founded the brokerage firm of Seymour & 
Hays, at No. 54 Wall-street, and, as enterprising, 
sagacious young business men, had to wait but 
little time for abundant success. Dealing in paper, 
uncurrent money, and stocks, they soon ranked 
among the most responsible firms in Wall-street. 
The firm, subsequently, was dissolved by mutual 
consent. Mr. Seymour joined the Stock Exchange 
in 1847, and was always prominent in the courcils 
of that organization. So large a part had he in the 
work of the institution that he was soon chosen to 
the Presidency, having been for some years the 
acknowledged leader of debate and legislation in 
the Governing Committee of the Exchange. 

To William Seymour as much as to any other 
man belonged the honor of harmonizing conflicting 
interests and bringing about a coalition of the 
three old rival stock boards, thus opening the way 
to the powerful Stock Exchange of to-day. His 
work in that direction won high appreciation, and 
he was elected the first President of the new body. 
Declining a re-election, he went back to the Goy- 
erning Committee, and much of the legislation 
which brought about the present stringent, com- 

rehensive laws of the Stock Exchange was shaped 

y him. He it was who was foremost among the 
champions of the enterprise which resulted 
in the erection of a new building for 
the Stock Exchange. The idea of establish- 
ing a system of safety vaults under the Ex- 
change Building, which has proved so successful, 
originated with him; and many other matters now 
held of the first importance in Wall-street came 
from his thoughts and his work. During the past 
10 years Mr. Seymour deyoted himself almost 
wholly to caring for his own personal affairs, 
though until quite recently he continued to have 
an office down town, and was to be seen almost 
daily on “ the Street.’? Six months ago he sold his 
seat in the Stock Exchange and his visits to Wall- 
street became irregular. The funeral will take 
place from his late residence, No. 45 West Fifty- 
sixth-street, on Thursday morning at 10 o’clock.

CUSTOM-HOUSE CHARGES 


HOW MERCHANTS MAY APPEAL 
FROM EXCESSIVE DUTIES, 
SENATOR SHERMAN’S NEW BILL—HE WANTS 

TO TAKE CUSTOMS COMPLAINTS OUT OF 


THE COURTS—THE SECRETARY OF THE 


TREASURY TO BE FINAL ARBITRATOR. 

Fer several years past suits growing out of 
the alleged overcharge of duties brought by mer- 
chants against the Government, through the Col- 
lectors of Customs, have increased at a rapid rate. 
To relieve the overburdened calendars of the 
United States courts many methods have been 
proposed, but, so far, none of those which have re- 
ceived a trial have proved successful. Senator 
Sherman has introduced a billin the Senate which 
he thinks will be a solution of the problem. Asa 
merchant said yesterday, “it proposes to cure the 
dog’s sore leg'by cutting off his head.” As the law 
now stands a merchant is required to pay the 
schedule rate of duties when he enters his goods 
in this port. If he is dissatisfied with the rate 
which the Collector imposes, he must file a protest 
with that officer within 10 days after the liquida- 
tion of the entry. He must state distinctly 
and specifically his reasons for filing the protest. 
*Should the Collector’s decision be an adverse one, 
the merchant may appeal from it to the Secretary 
of the Treasury; but he must do this within 30 days 
from the time the Cellector’s decision is rendered. 
if the decision of the Secretary is unsatisfactory, 
the appellant may within 90 days afterward bring 
A suit against the Collector for the duties alleged to 
have been paid in excess. Should he fail to take 
action within the specified time the merchant is 
ebarred from relief. When suit is brought 


against the Collector the case is tried before 
‘p jury in the United States Circuit or District 
Court. If the decision of the court is unsatisfac- 
jtory to either party to the suit an appeal may be 
made tothe United States Supreme Court. The 
‘only delay generally experienced in this district is 
the hearing of casesin the Supreme Court, vet it 
Ss rarely that cases are carried up to that court. 
enerally the decision of the lower court is satis- 
factory, unless the case is one of great importance, 
avhere the decision of the appellate court is 
esirable. The remedy proposed by Senator Sher- 
an, in the opinion of a prominent Customs 
awyer, is one “ which would deprive the mer- 
whants of the few rights they have in the matter.” 
{The bill was introduced on Dec. 19 by unanimous 
«gonsent, was read twice, and referred to the Com- 
ittee on Finance. It repeals the present law as 
aid down in sections 2,931 and 2,933, previously 
uoted, and provides that appeals are tc be made 
the Secretary of the Treasury or to the Court of 
Naims. The privilege of bringing suits for the 
covery of alleged excessive duties is withdrawn. 
t also provides that “ every appellant to the Court 
of Claims shall enter his appeal within 30 days 
fter the taking thereby by filing a petition in writ- 
ng against the United States,” giving the usual 
nformation required by the present law. The 
mocie of procedure in the Court of Claims is not 
mitered by the terms of the new bill, except a 
roviso “ that in the trial of such appeais no person 
Shall be excluded as a witness because he 
or she is a party to or interested in the 
ame.” Excepting in cases now pending the 
‘bill provides ‘that hereafter no action shall be 
k rought against any Collector or other proper 
‘officer of the Customs in any matter in which an 
mppeal is allowed by this act to the Secretary of 
fthe Treasury or the Court of Claims.” Sections 
8.011 and 3,012 of the Revised Statutes are also re- 
emp They provide that any person who may 
ihave paid duties nuder protest may bring suit to 
|test the validity of such act. It is claimed by mer- 
»chants that an appeal to the Secretary of the Treas- 
tury is simply useless, because in nine-tenths of the 
leases the duties are levied under instruetions is- 
sued by the Secretary of the Treasury, and the 
atter is prohibited by law from changing his de- 
cision or a decision of his predecessor, when such 
decision was originally in favor of the Government, 
to a decision in favor of the merchant. An appeal 
{to the Court of Claims would hardly be of any 
benefit to the merchant in the generality of cases, 
‘because that court tries its cases on written testi- 
mee 6 The benefit of a trial by jury and the intro- 
duction of samples of the goods in dispute for their 
examination is not admitted in the present mode 
f procedure in the Court of Claims. The result of 
he passage of this act, which in the language of 
the lawyer previously referred to, **might better 
e termed an act to still further restrict the rights 
f the importer,’’ would be to deprive them of the 
only remedy left against unjust, erroneous, and 
Mimproper exactions of duties. 
+ Mr. L. M. Bates, of the firm of Bates, Reed & 
Cooley, said that the construction of the bill seemed 
‘to be adverse to the interests of the importer. * We 
ao not have much trouble with tne Government,” 
e continued, “although we import from $6,000,000 
to $10,000,000 worth of goods ina year, principally 
from Germany, France, England, Ireland, and Scot- 
and. Our firm, together with such merchants as 
‘A. T. Stewart & Co., H. B. Claflin & Co., and E. S. 
affray & Co., are anxious to have their mer- 
chandise fairly appraised, and they do not 
pindervalue their goods. We rarely have a 
ase go so far in protest as to reach the 
ecretary of the Treasury. A law which prevents 
he importer from presenting his proofs. in the 
orm of the fabric itself before an intelligent jury 
Svould not be beneficial, but, on the contrary, would 
unjust and injurious tothe merchant. Iam not 
Fufficiently conversant with this new bill of Mr. 
herman’s to be able to say what specitic injuries 
t would inflict on the importer. I am in favor of 
moderating the present protective tariff, but not, 
of course, of removing it altogether. So long as 
merica continues to have a high proteetive tariff, 
ust so long will there be an incentive to a certain 
class of importers to undervalue their goods on 
the other side of the Atlantic.” 
* Mr. Johnston, of the firm of J. & C. Johnston, 
Faid that even if the act were passed 60 days 
ught to be granted to an importer in which to 
Prake his appeal. The smaller cases could not be 
nteiligently brought before a court in 30 days. He 
Nwas also opposed to the substitution of writ- 
zen for oral testimony and a trial of 
Customs revenue cases before a jury. A 
Jow tariff, he thought, would adjust the matters in 
dispute more readily than a bill like Mr. Sherman’s. 
‘It would lessen the incentive for undervaluing im- 
portations, and, while the domestic manufacturer 
should be protected, there was no reason, in Mr.

‘was duly made, “ but to this day,” said Mr. John- 
pton, ‘* we have never been able to recover the ex- 
Bessive duty, amounting to about $500.”

ADDITIONAL CASES OF SMALL-POX. 
The rooms of the vaccinating corps were 
thronged yesterday by men, women, and children 
flesirous of securing the protection of a pure and 
wholesome vaccination, and over 200 persons were 
vaccinated. Ten new cases of small-pox were dis- 


covered on Sunday and yesterday in West Thirty- 
pecond-street, East Seventy-ninth-street, Canal- 
ptreet, Ridge-street, East Houston-street, and Elm- 
treet. A woman was found ina tenement-house 
- West Thirty-second-street who had been sick 
with smali-pox for two weeks. Sanitary Inspector 
orris, on investigating the case, found a baby in 
jhe same apartments sick with the disease, which 
the child had contracted from the woman. 
Both were removed to the Riverside Hospi- 
tal. At No. 121 Elm-street, Thomas ‘Tibbetts, 
aged 6 years, was found dead from small-pox, and 
pis sister, Thirza, aged 3 years, sick with the dis- 
pase. Neither of the children had ever been vac- 
cinated, and when, a short time ago, on the occur- 
rence of a case of small-pox in the neighborhood, 
the advantage of vaccination was offered to the 
amily, Thomas Tibbetts, the father, refused to al- 
ow his children to be vaccinated. The sick child 
and her mother were removed to the hospital. A 
erson was also found dead from small-pox at Wil- 
is-avenue and One Hundred and Forty-fourth- 
ptreet, and several concealed cases were discov- 
ered in various parts of the City. ‘he conceal- 
ment of the case in the tenement in West Thirty- 
second-street, which is inhabited by 10 families, it 
4s feared, will prove the nucleus fora large num- 
ber of cases in that neighborhood.

THE CITY OF PUEBLA, 

The new iron steam-ship City of Puebla, of 
the Alexandre Line, was examined by a small 
party of invited guests yesterday. This vessel ap- 
pears to be a thoroughly stanch one. Her builders 
say she will be able to average 16 knots an hour, 
and can make the run between this port and 


Havana in three days. All the deck-houses 
are of iron. There is a long promenade 
deck running the entire length of the vessel. 
Eight large life-boats are secured along this deck. 
The saloons and state-rooms are furnished in the 
most elaborate styjle, and are roomy and comfort- 
able. The deck-houses are provided with heavy 
jron doors iastead of the ordinary wooden 
ones. But the iron doors are only to be 
used at sea during heavy weather. The state-rooms 
are provided with large windows, which can be 
opened in fine weather. But these windows are 
guarded by thick iron shutters, which can be closed 
at any timé when the weather requires it. The 
steerage, as well as the quarters of the seamen and 
firemen, is roomy and well ventilated. ‘The di- 
mensions of the City of Puebla have already been 
published in THe Timgs. Her principal officers are: 
Captain, John Deaken, Commodore of the Alexan- 
dre Line: chief officer, W. M. Rettig: chief engineer, 
R. W. Peck; purser, Emilio Des Merto, and chief 
steward. Charles Otto. The new steam-ship will 
sail for Havana on the 12th.

THE EXPORTERS OF GRAIN. 

The recent conferences between the grain 
exvorters of New-York, Philadelphia, and Balti- 
more have resulted in the adoption of a new form 
of contract for the government of dealings be- 
tween American grain shippers and English buy- 


ers. The form of contract now existing is exceed- 
ingly obnoxious to the Ameriean mips. as it dis- 
criminates largely in tavor of the English trade. It 
was put forward as embodying the pet ideas of 
the London Corn, Association. The form of con- 
tract which has now been adopted by the American 
shippers, and which they will endeavor to carry 
through as a substitute for the old one, is 
much more fair to the dealers of this country. As 
explained by the New-York Committee, the newly 
preparéd contract aims at securing to the Amerti- 
can exporters a fairer basis of business than has 
heretofore been conceded by the English buyer. 
It mainly differs in forin from the old contract by 
providing that the bill of lading shall be final; that 
arbitretions on the quality and condition of graded 
grain shipped from any of the three ports shali be 
decided by the respective exchanges, and while 
jJeaving the settlement of other disputes to London 
requires a diferent system of arbitration from that 
now in force there. The buyer is further denied 
the right to demand the name of vessel and port of 
loading when destination is asked for. 


WAR OF RAILROAD RATES 
—_——_@-———— ‘ 
THE PROPOSED REFERENCE TO A 
BOARD OF ARBITRATION. 

HOW MR. VANDERBILT IS SUPPOSED TO FEEL 
—BUT LITTLE PROSPECT OF AN END OF 
THE ,FIGHT—SOME OF THE OBSTACLES 
TO A SETTLEMEMT—CONDITION OF PAS- 
SENGER RATES. 

There was no apparent change in the aspect 
of the great trunk line freight war yesterday. 
While the street talk concerning the prospect of an 
adjustment of the differences by a board of arbi- 
tration continues, there appears to be no basis of 


solid, tangible facts upon which to build any favor- 
able expectations. The question as to whether the 


whole matter of reorganizing the freight tariff shall’ 


be referred to the Board of Arbitration, consisting 
of Messrs, Charles Francis Adams, James A. 
Wright, and David A. Wells, has given rise to some 
discussion among railroad men. Many who are not 
identified with the Vanderbilt interests assert that 
Mr. William H. Vanderbilt alone is to blame for 
preventing the differences from being settled by 
arbitration. They claim that he is opposed to Mr. 
Wright on the ground that the latteris in sympathy 
with the Pennsylvania Railroad, and that he, Mr, 
Vanderbilt, demands a new Board of Arbitration, 
which, remarked one excited anti-Vanderbilt man, 
‘is almost an utter impossibility. Vanderbilt is 
not especially anxious’ for this war to come to an 
end now, and he will hold out for men on the pro- 
posed new Board of Arbitration whom he knows the 
other companies will not accept.” 

Mr. G. R. Blanchard, the First Vice-President of 
the New-York, Lake Ene and Western Railroad, 
said he knew of no arrangement for a meeting of 
the Presidents of the railroad eompanies interested 
in the present freight war, and did not believe that 
there was to be any such meeting. Nor had he 
heard anything definite about a proposition to refer 
the matter toa commission of arbitration. When 
asked if any of the railroads concerned in the fight 
were making any money, he said: **No, of course 
not. Itisimpossible for the eompanies to derive 
any profit from their freight traffic at the ruinous 
rates that now prevail.” 

‘*Do you see any prospect of a settlement of the 
difficulties?” asked the reporter. 

‘No, Sir; no prospect at all. There is no telling 
when the existing state of things will come to an 
end. I know of no steps that have been taken that 


promise a solution of the trouble. It is possible 
that the matter may soon be settled by arbitration, 
and, on the other hand, the fight may continue for 
some time to come.”’ 

At the office of Pool Commissioner Albert Fink 
the reporter was informed that Mr. Fink was in 
Louisville, and had been out of town for two or 
three weeks. His subordinates knew of no propo- 
sitions having been made for a settlement of the 
trunk line freight war, and did not believe that 
there had beenany. If the railroads were about 
to come to an understanding they thought Mr. 
Fink would be very likely to return home without 
delay. ‘Let me makea prophecy,” said a freight 
agent connected with the Lake Shore Railroad. 
* You will see freight rates much lower than they 
are now before this business is patched up. There 
is a good deal of talk floating about on the street 
regarding the anxiety of all of the railroad man- 
agers to come to a settlement, but [ know that they 
are not yet anxious enough to yield a jot of their 
own special interests, and under those circum- 
stances there has got to be considerable more 
squeezing done before the war is terminated. I 
have been teld to-day of a heavy shipper in this 
City who claimed to have secured a rate to Chieago 
on the basis of 28 cents per hundred-weight.” THe 
Times's reporter visited several well-known mer- 
chants whose Western shipments are known to be 
very large, but could elicit nothing from them 
more than that business was good and “the rail- 
roads took their goods through on good time at 
very fair rates.” Most of these gentlemen, how- 
ever, manifested no discontent at the existing or- 
der of things. 

At the offices of. the New-York Central Railroad 
inthe Grand Central Depot “ nothing new" was 
the stereotyped answer to all questions. Business, 
it was said, was running aleng about the same as 
it had been for several weeks. Animmense amount 
of freight was being transported both westward 
and eastward, and the freight officers were thank- 
fulforthe open weather. A gentleman whose in- 
terests are allied with those of the Central said 
that he had been reading the published accounts 
ot the progress of the freight war with a great deal 
of interest. ‘“ But I want totell you,” said he, 
‘that the newspapers don't give William H. Van- 
derbilt the credit he deserves in this thing. On tha 
other hand, they seem to blame’him for the contin- 
uance of the fight. Now Iknow perfectly well 
that Vanderbilt is willing to enter into any fair 
agreement to end the existing difficulties. He 
knows that he can control the largest share of the 
freight traffic between New-York and Chicago, and 
naturally is not inclined to sacrifice his own inter- 
ests, but all along he has been perfectly willing to 
consider any fair proposition for an amicable ad- 
justment of the tariff. Mind you, I say any fair 
proposition. I don't believe that he has any objec- 
tions to letting the matter go before a committee 
ot arbitration, but he wants that committee to be 
composed of men who are wholly unbiased and 
whose interests do not conneet them with any of 
the railroads concerned.” 

“Is any member of the present Board of Arbitra- 
tion suspected of being biased in favor of any one 
of the four trunk Ifnes concerned in this fight?’ in- 
quirea the reporter. 

‘| don’t say that there is; but when a man has once 
been an officer of a railroad company and leaves 
his place under pleasant and agreeable circum- 
stances, we naturally suspect that his sympathies 
will rest with the old road. ButI donot wish tosay 
that because Mr. Wright was once connected with 
the Pennsvivania Railroad he would show any 
intentional partiality toward that company. He is 
an honorable man, ana would no doubt endeavor 
to be conscientious in the<discharge of his duty." 

Mr. A. C. Rose, the General Freight Agent of the 
Baitimore and Ohio Railroad in this City, said: ‘'I 
have heard the rumors that Mr. Vanderbilt op- 
jected to letting the present dispute go before the 
old Board of Arbitration because he feared that 
Mr. Wright would lean toward the Pennsylvania 
Road. 1 can hardly believe that there is anything 
inthat. It is true that Mr. Wright was once con- 
nected with the Pennsylvania Railroad Company— 
in the Auditor’s Department, I believe—but that is 
no reason why he should be regarded as committed 
to the interests of that company now. I don’t be- 
lieve that James A. Wright is anv more a Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad man now than that Charles Francis 
Adams is a New-York Central man, and by that 
remark I do not wish to be understood as intimat- 
ing that Mr. Adams ts a Central Railroad man. But 
you will undersiand that Mr. Adams, living in 
New-England, would naturally be more interested 
in the New-York Centra] Railroad system than in 
the Pennsylvania Railroad system, and yet I be- 
lieve that he would sit as an impartial arbitrator.” 

“What do you think of the proposition to refer 
the difficulties to a new board of arbitrators?” 

“Ido not see any necessity for that at all. I 
have seen the names of Messrs. A. J. Drexel and 
Albert Fink mentioned in connection with that of 
Mr. Charles Francis Adams. Of course, they are all 
good men, but what is the use of appointing special 
arbitrators when there isa regular board, whose 
members have been drawing good salaries fora 
long time? Itseems to me that they ought to be 
competent to settle this trouble.” 

“‘Isthe prospect good foran early termination 
of the war in your opinion?” 

“No, Llean’t say thatitis. Sofaras my knowl- 
edge of the situation goes there is no prospect 
whatever of asettlemest. Ihave not heard any- 
thing about a meeting of railroad Presidents having 
been held orto be held, and presume there is no 
truth in any reports to that effect.” 

A Pennsylvania Raitroad officer assured the re- 
porter that the condition of affairs remained un- 
changed. That company continues to do but a 
smali share of the westward-bound freight busi- 
ness out of this City. ‘* The Pennsyivapia Road,” 
said the aforesaid officer, “is perfectly willing to 
submit the entire question of freight rates to a fair 
board of arbitration.” 

In the passenger departments of the several rail- 
road companies it was stated that the rates had 
remained unchanged for three months. A feelin 
prevailed among the ticket agents, however, tha 
there would soon be achange. Some predicted a 
general reopening of the war, and others expressed 
the belief that a harmonious arrangement would 
be entered into by the companies to restore the 
old fares. Most of the trunk lines have been sell- 
ing rebate tickets through tothe West, a system 
which not only causes a great deal of extra trouble 
to the railroad employes, but also considerable 
annoyance to the passengers. A person desiring 
to go from here to Chicago on the Vanderbilt 
lines purehases a ticket for $20, and when he ar- 
rives at his de8tination is obliged to collect a re- 
bate of $10 75. The fare from Chicago varies. It 
is supposed to be about $9, but tickets are sold, on 
the rebate plan. as low as $6and $7. ‘‘I should 
not be surprised,”’ said a Breadway ticket agent, 
“to see this whole question of passenger fares re- 
opened any day. Thereisno stability about the 
present condition of things, and I know that all of 
the companies interested are anxious to return to 
the old rates or something like the old rates. At 
any rate, there is a general disposition to abolish 
the rebate system. The Erie Railway, I under- 
stand, does not use it at all. Before Spring I think 
that you will see a concerted movement on the 
part of the railroad companies to increase the fares 
and establish a uniform system of rates.” 
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BAPTIST PASTORS IN SESSION. 

Tho Conference of Baptist Pastors yesterday 
elected Dr. D. Henry Miller, of Greenpoint, to suc- 
ceed Dr. John Preddy, whose term had expired. 
After the election Father Seguin, who left the 
Romish priesthood less than a year ago, reported 


the result of his labors among the French Cana- 
dians in this City. The Rev. Dr. Sampson, of the 
Filty-third-Street Church, said a Baptist church 
now existed in St. Petersburg under the very eye 
of the powers. ‘Who is the Guiteau of Russia?’ 
asked D:. Sampson, and he answered his own 
question in the next breath by saying, fn 4 
pointed office-seekers.’’ The Emperor of Russia 
once said to Stephen A. Douglas “your country 
treats its people as men and I treat mine as chil- 
dren.’

The later centuries, however, had wit- 
nessed great changes, and now an air of profound 
piety pervaded Russia. The reader made a warm 
defense of the Russian Church. The Russians, he 
said, were a pious race. Before engaging in any- 
thing they asked Divine blessing, and the holy sac- 
rament was always administered before death. 
The Church forms were described in an interesting 
manner, and the reader claimed that his people 
worshiped God and not man. The Rev. Dr. 
H. J. Eddy introduced the Rev. James Cairns, “the 
cbhurch-builder,”’ of Winfield, Kan., who said he 
came East to ask foraid in completing a church.

GOOD PRACTICAL WORK.

WHAT THE YOUNG WOMEN’S CHRISTIAN AS- 
SOCIATION HAS DONE. 

At the twelfth annual meeting of the Young 
Women’s Christian Association, held at No. 7 East 
Fifteenth-street last evening, the Kev. Dr. William 
Taylor, in speaking of the work of the association, 
said: ‘‘It is very much better to be here to-night 
than to be following the crowd I saw going to 
Chickering Hall when it was announced in letters 
that long [indicating the height of the letters with 
his hands] that Oscar Wilde was to lecture on his 
esthetic craze.” If Oscar could have heard the 
tone of infinite disgust in which he and his xesthetie 
craze were alluded to, the young man in pantalettes 
would have been willing to wager alf the money he 
will be able to obtain from the Americans who 
propose to ape the English esthetes that Dr. 
Taylor neyer would become one of his disciples. 
Dr. Taylor commended the work of the association, 
said it was eminently practical, eontaining, as it 
does, faith, prayer, and 200d, honest, earnest work 
of an educational and saving character. Besides 
this he held that the work should be sanctioned 
and encouraged and supported because it is a 
training school for women in the work of praetical 
Christian benevolence, fitting the young to fill the 
places in a larger sphere, which are rapidly being 
made vacant by the death of the active workers. _ 

The annual report showed an active membership 
of 160 and an associate membership of 44, The ex- 
penses of the year have been $4,779 22 and the re- 
ceipts $4,582 34. There are no fees paid by mem- 
bers, and the funds necessary to carry on the 
work are all raised by voluntary contribution, ex- 
cept an income of $300 from a single legacy. 
The features of the work are the Bible class, with 
a membership of 420, an average attendance of 200 
for the past year, and a total enrollment of 700 dif- 
ferent attendants. The special relief department 
gives no money to applicants for aid, but furnishes 
necessaries instead. During the past Summer it 
gave a fortnights’ rest and recreation in the moun- 
tains or on the shore to 51 working women 
at an expense of $474. Freo classes in pho- 
nography, with 38 students; type-writing, with 19 
students; penmanship and book-keeping, with 40 
students; phote-coloring. with 16 students; 
retouching photo-negatives, with 29 students, 
and in silk painting, with 9 students, 
are now in progress at an expense of 
$1,600 for teachers, and during the year 350 young 
ladies received more or less absolutely free tuition 
to fit them fora higher grade of work in various 
branches. In the employment department there 
have been 1,700 applicants for positions—which do 
not include places as servants, as the association 
does not undertake to supply this class of work- 
ers—and 1,123 of the number were turnished 
with situations. The industrial department 
has had 114 seamstresses registered on its 
books ffilling orders for work at their 
homes by 284 parties, and furnishing much work to 
this class of needy women in other ways. The sew- 
ing class has had 61 pupils in the year. The asso- 
ciation has had 3835 applications for boarding- 
places, and has secured board for women in 225 
different Christian families. This is, in brief, a 
résumé of the work of the year, The newly elected 
officers for 1882 are: President—Mrs. Clarence E. 
3eebe; Vice-Presidents—Misses Mary L. Me- 
Cready and M. A. Stimson; Treasurer—Mrs. Riley 
A. Brick; Corresponding Secretary—Mrs. Sarah B.

IN QUEST OF BRITISH THIEVES.

INSPECTOR BYRNKS RECEIVES IMPORTANT 
CIRCULARS FROM LONDON, 

Inspector Byrnes received through the mails 
yesterday copies of the circulars issued by the 
British Police authorities in relation to tho rob- 
beries at the Hatton Garden Post Office, in London, 
and at the residence of Lord Trevor, at Brynkin- 
allt, the particulars of which have already appeared 
in Tur TIMES. 
Post Office oceurred on the evening of Nov. 16, 
1881, when the office was invaded by thieves, the 
gas having been previously turned off by a confed- 
erate, and the mail-hag containing the registered 
letters and packages was stolen. The Police say 
that the contents of the bag were valued at £40,000, 
The circular contained the portraits and deserip- 
tion of two men who are suspected of having been 
concerned in the robbery. The suspects are: No. 
1—John Vanderstein, alias Henry Norris, Hamilton 
Gordon. and Henri Ricardo, (office No., 5S1:) as 
52; height, 5feet Tinches; stout build; i 
fair, hair brown, turning gray; bald on forehead: 
eyes gray; white blotch on sight of left eye, nearly 
causing blindness; cut mark on right leg; was con- 
victed at Dublin 10th August, 1865, and sentenced 
to 20 years’ penal servitude; liberated on license 
from Spike Isiand Convict Prison, Ireland, 1sth 
April, 1881, and failed to report himself; a good 
linguist, and well acquainted with the Continent. 
No, 2—Charles Lawrence, alias S. P. Claneey, Heury 


The robbery of the Hatton Garden 


Henry Williams, (office No., 16,200;) age 44; height, 
5 feet 8inches: stout build; complexion fair an 
fresh, hair brown, turning gray: eyes blue, eye- 
brows brown, nose re and thick, little finger of 
the right hand crooked; 
anchor, cross, arrows, # woman 
flag on right arm; crucifix, tree, and two 
American flags on left; was convicted at Belfast 
17th Deeember, 1877, and sentenced to five years’ 
penal servitude, Liberated on license from 
Spike Island Convict Prison19ih February, 1881, 
and reported his entrance into the Metropol- 
itan Police District, but failed to report personally 
his removal therefrom. A reward of £1,200 is of- 
fered for the arrest of the thieves and the recovery 
ef the property, and a pardon is promised to any 
aecompliee not being the actual perpetrator of 
the theft who gives information that results in the 
arrest and conviction of his companions. 

The theftat Lord Trevor's residence occurred on 
Sunday, Dec. 4, 1881, while the family were at 
chureh, and the thieves secured Lady Trevor's 
jewel easket, containing $90,000 worth of diamond 
jewelry, with which they escaped. A reward of 
£500 is offered for the arrest of the thieves and the 
recovery of the stolen property. Twoof the ser- 
vants in the employ of Lord Trevor were arrested

A ROW OVER THE EXPRESS BUSINESS— 
WESTCOTT’S COMPANY OUSTED. 

On Jen. 1, 1881, when the Corbin manage- 
ment assumed charge of the Long Island Railroad, 
the Westcott Express Company was conducting 
the express business over the railroad, paying 40 
per cent. of the earnings to the railroad company. 
Westcott’s contract expired in May last, and Mr. 
Corbin notified him about two months ago that the 


railroad company would conduct the express busi- 
ness themselves after Dee. 20. Westcott, instead of 
giving up the business, procured an injunction re- 
straining the railroad company from interfering 
with him as the express agent of the road. 
The grounds for this action were that 
the railread company had broken  agree- 
ment with Westcott. At the beginning 
of the year the railroad company, notwithstand- 
ing the injunction, undertook to manage the ex- 
press business. Westcott kept his men at work as 
usual, Thus matters went on until Sunday. Sat- 
urday night Westcott, as usual, left watchmen in 
charge of the baggage-rooms at Huater’s Point. 
On Sunday one of the watchmen was informed 
that somebody wanted to see him in the railroad 
office. During his brief absenee the railroad peo- 
ple took possession of the baggage-rooms, locking 
the doors and nailing the windows. Officers in the 
employ of the railroad company remained on 
watch all night. Yesterday morning when West- 
cott’s men arrived they were not a little surprised 
to find the railroad people in possession of the bag- 
gage department. Hot words passed on both 
sides, and, trouble being feared, Superintendent 
Barton sent for the Police. In the confusion Fran- 
cis Styles, one of Westcott’s men, managed to get 
into the office that had been occupied by Mr. West- 
cott. Superintendent Barton told him to leave, 
and on his refusing ordered him to’be removed by 
force. At this Styles displayed a revoiver and 
said that as an employe of the Westcott Com- 
pany he proposed to remain where he was. At 
this point Police Captain Woods with a squad 
of men arrived, and Styles was taken into 
eustody. Subsequently, on being arraigned be- 
fore Judge McArdle, he was charged by Super- 
intendent Barton with trespass and threaten- 
ing to shoot him. The hearing was adjourned 
until Wednesday and Styles was releasei on his 
own recognizance. Policemen guarded the bag- 
gage-roonis all day yesterday and last night. Mean- 
time Westcott’s wagons continued to bring freight 
and baggage to the depots all along the road. 
Westcott’s men who worked in the freignt and 
baggage departments loitered about the depots,
